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The Collection of Silas Stanley Roberts (1888-1966) 


Silas Stanley Roberts was born on September 25, 1888 
in Flandreau, South Dakota to John Hugh Roberts 
(born August 27, 1859 in Waukesha, WI) and Mary 
Elizabeth Seamans Roberts (born December 15, 1864 
in Princeton, WI). Silas was married to Pansy Pierce 
Roberts (born Sept 25, 1884 in Hannibal, MO) and 
owned a road construction company in South Dakota. 
He is remembered by surviving family members as 
something of a trickster—pulling things out from 
behind his grandchildren’s ear and slipping them some 
cash saying “do you suppose you could use this?” 


One of his passions was coin collecting. Over many 
decades he built an expansive “old time” collection, 
including examples of all regular United States 
denominations from half cents through double eagles, 
along with classic commemoratives and territorial 
gold. Many of the late 19" and 20" century series are 
complete. As with many other old time collections, 
the condition of the coins varies greatly, as finding a 
superior example was often less important than filling 
the hole. For this reason, the collection comprised 
superb gems and rarities that will be found in the pages 
of our auction catalogs, as well as circulated or more 
modestly valued coins that will not. 


Although the sources for most of Silas’ coins are 
unknown today, family memory holds that some coins 
were inherited from his mother, Mary, a painter who 
lived to age 97. So it is entirely possible and quite likely 
that some of the coins offered here have been off the 
numismatic market for a century or more. The coins 
themselves are evidence that Silas collected nearly until 
the end of his life, updating his National Coin Album 
pages (“Wayte Raymond boards”) with issues through 
the early 1960s. He passed away in the summer of 
1966, and his collection was inherited by his grandson 
Mark, who greatly enjoyed the collection until his 
own passing. It is Silas’ great-grandchildren who have 
decided to share his fabulous coin collection with the 
current generation of numismatists.

Early American and Betts Medals

1777 B. Franklin of Philadelphia Medal. Unidentified English 
Medalist. Betts-547, Greenslet GM-40. Bronze. Specimen-64 
BN (PCGS). 45 mm. A truly exceptional specimen of this 
medal, fully Mint State, and Choice at that, with bold to sharp 
detail throughout the design. Even the tip of Franklin’s nose is 
sharp, which is an area that often shows noticeable friction on 
examples of this type. Generally reddish-brown in color with 
blushes of warmer steel-brown toning that are most pronounced 
in the left reverse field. The surfaces are glossy and lustrous, 
despite microscopic granularity indicative of striking atop a cast 
planchet. Multiple strikes have brought up exacting detail and 
given the basined reverse field a nearly reflective smoothness. 
There are no sizeable marks and, indeed, the surfaces are 
remarkably well preserved. The visual appeal is superb, as well, 
surpassing the “Uncirculated, choice” Ford XIV example and its 
suspect color.

The earliest American offering we find of a copper strike from 
these dies is October 1865, in Ed Cogan’s Dr. ES. Edwards sale, 
lot 1598. Nearly every 19th century offering makes mention of 
this medal’s rarity. It is no more common today. Adams and 
Bentley enumerated eight specimens but only casually surveyed 
known collections; they estimated “this medal in bronze is mid- 
range R-6,” or about 20 specimens known. It may be a touch 
more common than that, but the greater proportion of survivors 
are worn and mishandled. Gems are non-existent. This is about 
the nicest one we've encountered, equal, if not superior to the 
John W. Adams Collection specimen that realized $16,800 as lot 
2097 in our November 2019 Baltimore Auction.

Originally by 
Augustin Dupre, this is a Societe International Des Collectionneurs

Edge inscribed COPY OF DESIGN BY BENJAMIN FRANKLIN: 
ORIGINALS STRUCK IN 1783. S.I.C.M.M. PARIS - FRANCE- 
GO. NO. 0230 ARGENT. Like many of this issue, the matte pearl 
gray finish exhibits mottled, coppery overtones, particularly on the 
obverse. Some very light pin scratches are noted in the obverse fields. 
Housed in its original S.I.C.M.M. hinged case, still with the original 
descriptive brochure.

By John Mercanti, 12th Chief Engraver 
of the United States Mint, after Augustin Dupre. Mint State. 185 
mm x 145 mm, oval in cream plaster. An exquisite portrait of Liberty 
and her phrygian cap similar to that seen on Dupre’s famous Libertas 
Americana medal and some of our nation’s earliest coinage. Signed 
JM on the truncation.

SCHOOL. Uniform deep chocolate-brown surfaces are beautifully 


preserved by the original ornate aluminum case of issue. Both the 
exterior and blue velvet interior of the case are also nicely preserved 
with no blemishes of note. The Columbian Exposition award 
medal is widely recognized as one of the finest medallic portraits of 
Christopher Columbus ever produced.

“1814” Major General Peter B. Porter / Brigadier General Eleazer 
W. Ripley Medal Muling. By Moritz Furst. Julian MI-18 (obverse) 
/ Julian MI-19 (reverse). Bronze. MS-64 BN (NGC). 65 mm. This 
is an attractive, intriguing and presumably rare medal muling whose 
production probably dates to 1840 to 1860. Both sides are modestly 
reflective in the fields, the obverse with autumn-brown patina and 
the reverse dressed in a bolder blend of olive-brown and champagne- 
apricot. There are none but a few extremely minor blemishes scattered 
about to preclude an even higher grade. Multi-struck on the reverse, 
evidence of which is most pronounced on the inscriptions below the 
exergual line. 


An apparently unlisted muling, the obverse is the die ordinarily 
associated with the Major General Peter B. Porter medal, Julian 
MI-18, while the reverse is that ordinarily associated with Brigadier 
General Eleazer W. Ripley's medal, Julian MI-19. The muling, 
however, is a logical one in that both officers participated in the 
battles of Chippewa, Niagara and Fort Erie during the War of 
1812, so any medal commemorating those three battles would be 
appropriate for either. Additionally, such mulings, while rare in an 
absolute sense, and perhaps less so than one might expect given their 
unlisted status. In fact, we sold the counterpart to this muling (Julian 
MI-19 obverse / Julian MI-18 reverse) in our May 2019 Baltimore 
Auction, lot 3019. For the specialist collector of U.S. Mint medals, 
this is clearly a desirable piece.

“1846” Major General Zachary Taylor / Battles of Palo Alto and 
Resaca de la Palma Medal. By John T. Battin. Julian MI-22. Bronze. 
MS-66 BN (NGC). 65 mm. Handsome autumn-brown patina on the 
obverse, the reverse in bolder olive-copper.

design included a 36 year-old War of 1812 reverse for Winfield 
Scott, recycled for Taylor. The government made up for this with the 
massive medals that soon followed (Julian MI-24 through MI-27).

About 
Uncirculated. 48.5 mm. 45.74 grams. Ribbon at lower reverse 
inscribed to the recipient ROBERT LAWRENCE. The state of South 
Carolina authorized gold and silver medals to be presented to the 
officers and men of the Palmetto Regiment for their participation 
in the Mexican-American War battles of Vera Cruz, Contreras, 
Churubusco, Chapultepec and Carita de Belen. This classic American 
medal, struck in Charleston in 1850, is the result. It is believed that 
882 specimens were awarded, 68 in gold for the officers and 814 in 
silver for the noncommissioned offers and enlisted men. This is an

“1756” (post-1874) Colonel John Armstrong / Kittanning 
Destroyed Medal. Copy Dies. Julian MI-33, Betts-400. Silver. Mint 
State. 48.3 mm. 856.2 grains. A handsome piece whose otherwise 
untoned surfaces exhibit iridescent reddish-olive outlines to the 
peripheral features on the obverse. Both sides are sharply defined 
with a soft matte-like texture to the finish that reveals fine-grain 
sandblast qualities when observed with the aid of a loupe. The 
original dies for this type were brought to the United States Mint 


above average example with sharp to full detail remaining throughout 
the intricate and attractive design. The surfaces are beautifully 
toned with iridescent undertones of golden-olive, powder blue 
and pinkish-rose to dominant pewter and olive-gray patina. Wispy 
hairlines are noted, as are a few trivial edge nicks, but the in hand 
appearance is uncommonly smooth for a type that often comes with 
significant signs of handling (many were carried as pocket pieces).

Undated (ca. 1776-1814) George III Indian Peace Medal. 
Large Size. Adams 7.3 (Obverse 3, Reverse B). Struck Solid 
Silver. Extremely Fine. 77.2 mm. 1823.6 grains. Bright silver 
surfaces from an apparently not too distant polishing, though 
deeper silver outlines remain in some of the recesses, particularly 
within the rims. The original ornate suspension hanger is intact, 
if a bit flattened, and shows little wear. The surfaces of the medal 
bear numerous small nicks and scratches, illustrating that this 
piece probably saw some hard use by its original recipient, but 


for a short period of time. Perhaps this was a matter of a change 
of allegiance from the British to the Americans, and this medal 
was traded in for a replacement bearing an American president. 
We will never know if such a precise history can be applied 
to this medal, but it was a desired outcome for the American 
side during this critical historical period. Despite the unusually 
bright surfaces, this piece retains exceptional sharpness and 
rather nice aesthetic appeal considering the lack of serious 
marks or damage that is frequently encountered on such medals.

A 
few rim bumps and faint scratches are noted, but the overall 
quality is quite nice considering that the loop of the hanger 
is lost and such a medal could well have been exposed to the 
elements for a century or more before being discovered. Such 


does not appear to be the case here, however, as the surfaces 
are fairly smooth. Close inspection reveals just a couple of small 
streaks of minimal porosity. Though the suspension loop is lost, 
the original pin to which it connected remains secure in the 
piercing. According to our consignor, this piece was recently 
sold to a local New England dealer and as far as we know, this is 
its first public offering. A lovely piece of early North American 
history, that served an important purpose in the remarkable 
period spanning the American Revolution and War of 1812.

1841 John Tyler Indian Peace Medal. Second Size. By 
Ferdinand Pettrich and John Reich. Julian IP-22, Prucha-45. 
Silver. Extremely Fine. 62.3 mm. 1561.2 grains. Pierced for 
suspension, as produced and issued. Medium silver-gray surfaces 
show hints of pleasing gold and sky blue in the protected areas. 
Generous remnants of underlying prooflike flash remain in 
the fields despite the numerous small surface nicks and bruises 
consistent with an issued Peace medal. The edge and rims seem 
to have borne the brunt of field wear, and the medal displays a 
very slight bend, not uncommon for these medals that often got 
intense use. Overall the aesthetic is very nice for such a medal 
that served its intended purpose, perhaps even ideal. 


Only 100 Tyler medals in this size are believed to have 
been produced, but it is unknown how many were officially 
distributed as, according to Prucha, nearly 45% (by weight) of 
the Tyler medals struck were returned to the Mint, unissued. 
These were melted and the resulting bullion was struck into 
medals for the next Presidential administration, that of James K. 
Polk. Decades ago, Carl Carlson had tracked only seven auction 
appearances ofa second size Tyler (without notation of different 
specimens). We are aware of just seven examples today, three of 
which are in institutional collections. 


Of the four held privately, this example may be the most 
interesting, as it had a second life after its official, intended use 
as a Peace medal. A short silver chain attaches to this medal 
a small silver variant of a cross pattée, expertly engraved RE. 
MACOMBER / OF / RICHMOND COMMANDERY / TO 
/ MRS. / ALVIN / ADAMS. The Richmond Commandery 


was one of the largest Masonic Templar organizations in the 
south, and in 1875, embarked on a pilgrimage to Bunker Hill 
in celebration of the centennial of that Revolutionary War 
battle. The Commandery’s northern excursion is recounted in 
great detail in the 1875 edition of The New England Freemason, 
describing the many stops made during their trip. One of the 
stop-offs was on the morning of June 19, 1875, when the Sir 
Knights of the Richmond Commandery paraded through the 
streets of Boston, stopping at the home of Mr. Alvin Adams, 
where they were feted and shown around the home, which 
included a display of “interesting relics.” Adams was a prominent 
Bostonian and founder of Adams and Company, a forerunner of 
Adams Express, one of the earliest specialists in door to door 
rail freight service, which operates to this day. RE. Macomber 
is listed as one of the Sir Knights on the pilgrimage to Bunker 
Hill and undoubtedly was at Adams’ home on the morning of 
the 19th of June. Whether he presented this Peace medal to 
Adams’ wife on that morning or sent it later as a gift is today 
unknown, as is his source for the medal. Was it a purchase in 
the numismatic marketplace or perhaps a piece he brought back 
from military service out west? A fascinating medal that has 
had three lives — one around the neck of a Native American, 
another in the curio cabinet among the other “interesting relics” 
of a wealthy Bostonian, and a third in numismatic hands.

1857 James Buchanan Indian Peace Medal. First Size. By 
Salathiel Ellis and Joseph Willson. Julian IP-34, Prucha-30. 
Silver. Extremely Fine. 75.6 mm. 2796.8 grains. Neatly pierced 
for suspension at 12 oclock, as issued. Medium to light silver- 
gray with a gently mottled appearance and generous traces 
of prooflike character remaining through the fields. Boldly 
struck at least twice, and probably more times to bring up the 
high relief of this particular issue. The high rims on both sides 
are nicked and bumped, having taken on a bit of the standard 
wear, while the remaining surfaces show many minor nicks and 
scratches, all typical for one of these medals. However, none of 
the marks is terribly serious or distracting and the medal overall 
has unusually nice sharpness and appearance. 


The reverse design used here would prove very short-lived, as 
it was introduced for the medals of Buchanan's administration 
and used for only one more president, Abraham Lincoln. Its use 
on the Buchanan medals represents the first known depiction 
of what has become known as the game of baseball, in medallic 
form. However, it is first by a rather small margin as, in 1861, 
J.A. Bolen cut dies for the Pioneer Baseball Club medals, a

commission by a local club with baseball as the central theme. 
Prior to a set of official rules of baseball being written down and 
generally agreed to in the United States, in 1845, the game existed 
in somewhat varied forms for a long period, and is believed to 
have been imported from England where it was first mentioned 
in print, in 1744. Baseball may at first seem a curious entry into 
a Peace medal design, but it was part of a broad scheme to depict 
the ways of Euro-American settlers as productive and enjoyable 
in stark contrast to Native life, as depicted on the same medal, 
as savage and woeful. 


Your cataloger’s (JP) own extensive survey of specimens has 
revealed just 16 genuine Buchanan medals of this size, with 
five of these in institutional collections. This one has not been 
offered at auction since our (Bowers and Merena’s) November 
2001 sale, having spent the majority of the last two decades in an 
important private collection of Peace medals.

Handsome 
mahogany-brown patina reveals lighter reddish-apricot undertones 
as the medal is viewed with the aid of direct lighting. The surfaces are 
generally smooth in hand with subtle semi-reflective tendencies to 


an otherwise satiny finish. This design by Anthony C. Paquet features 
a bust of Washington on the reverse, making this a little known 
inclusion in the Baker text on Washington medals. A challenging 
type to find with the solid Choice Mint State quality and strong eye 
appeal offered here.

Eagle and 
Star. Cobb-17, DeWitt-GW 1789-3, for type. Copper. Very Fine, 
Environmental Damage. 34.5 mm. 97.3 grains. Original shank. 
54 indentations around the border. Deep brown surfaces with 
some patches of red and dark olive encrustation and other minor 


roughness. Few scrapes above the left wing, otherwise free from 
notable damage. Solid shank and well composed in general. Despite 
the roughness, the surfaces remain partially glossy and offer a decent 
overall appearance. A presentable, well defined example of this 
historic Washington button.

Cobb-Unlisted, DeWitt GW-1789-5, var., Albert WI-2A, 
Baker (Rulau-Fuld)-1011, var.

141.1 grains. Slightly porous surfaces are largely light olive- 
brown, though somewhat generous gilding still glistens through 
the details of the incuse design. Minor red and green deposits 
are noted upon close inspection. The reverse bears traces of light 
oxidation and a somewhat mottled appearance. What looks to 
be the original shank is present and straight, though a trace of 
what appears to be some type of old epoxy is noted around its 
base and might have been applied to firm up a fragile-looking 
connection. That said, the shank is clearly of the proper style 
and shares identical surface patina, so there is little concern that 
it is a replacement of any kind. The button is unbent and rather 
superbly preserved for what was undoubtedly a ground find at 
some point. 


Early American buttons of this general nature are nearly always 
offered as George Washington Inaugural buttons, dating to his 
first swearing in, in 1789, and Alphaeus Albert categorized this 
type as one. A few buttons are clearly related to Washington and 
frequently encountered. Those with GW in an oval at center, or 
LONG LIVE THE PRESIDENT, or the script GW and states’ 
rings around are among the most commonly seen, all easily 
connected to Washington. The Eagle and Star type might be 
the most common of all, but it is notable as having no clear 
identifier as to its purpose. It is strongly associated with the first

Inauguration, however, by way ofa closely related type bearing a 
similar central punch and the legend, MARCH THE FOURTH 
1789 MEMORABLE ERA, which clearly associates that one 
with the Inauguration. There are others which seem undeniably 
linked, most of which appear on the J. Harold Cobb Plate. 


This type is clearly of the period, based on fabric, construction 
and basic style. As noted above, it was catalogued by Albert 
among the Inaugural buttons and, on the rare occasions when 
one has appeared for sale, it has generally been offered as a 
Washington Inaugural button, which it may well be. However, 
the central eagle is styled differently than those seen on the 
obvious Inaugural buttons. It is very similar to the heraldic 
eagles seen on the 1791-dated Washington Large Eagle and 
Small Eagle coppers, the 1796 quarter eagles and the 1792-dated 
oval Indian Peace medals. It seems highly unlikely that this 
extremely rare button with such similar styling would predate 
these better known examples. It is much more likely that a button 
maker had seen the design of one or more of the examples given 
above and copied it, which would probably date this button to 
1792 or later. Naturally, this is but conjecture, but this dating 
could also point to Washington's second Inauguration in March, 
1793. Whatever the case, it is clear that this is a very early and 
distinctly American button, and it is extremely rare. The only 
one we recall having handled is the holed Ford specimen (Part 
11:235), with a lost shank. That piece brought $5,250 in 2004.

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“1776” (ca. 1890-1910) Washington Before Boston Medal. Second 
U.S. Mint Issue. Musante GW-09-US2, Baker-49B, Julian MI-1. 
Bronze. MS-67 BN (NGC). 68.5 mm. A breathtaking example of this 
perennially popular type, semi-reflective surfaces are smooth as glass 
and truly remarkable to behold. Both sides are toned in rich autumn- 
brown with subtle olive undertones evident as the medal rotates 
under a light. This is Charles Barber’s work, using an electrotype 
original to hub the central motifs and a U.S. Mint punchset to place 


the legends. Musante reports a mintage of 167 pieces between the 
creation of these dies in September 1885 and the end of standard 
record keeping in 1904. The Rulau-Fuld contention that “only 4 [are] 
known” is fiction or a gross error. These are scarce, even so, and 
are particularly elusive in such lovely condition as seen here. Matte 
surface strikes from these dies continued well into the 20th century; 
they are neither rare nor attractive, and should not be confused with 
the type offered here.

Smooth autumn-brown surfaces show fine gloss 
and sharply struck detail. Free of flaws and nicely preserved, just 
some minor verdigris under the bust and some well blended spots 
on the reverse. The obverse of Musante GW-11 closely resembles the 


original but for a new legend, substituting NATUS for BORN and 
adding B PWM. C. for “birth place Westmoreland County.” Despite 
being newer than the original Manly medals, this issue is far more 
elusive. A bronze specimen in our (Stack’s) January 2008 Americana 
Sale in similar condition realized $4,887.50.

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“1797” (ca. 1816) Halliday Medal. Musante GW-57, Baker-70C. 
Bronze. Plain Edge. Plain, Beveled Rims. About Uncirculated, 
Graffiti. 54 mm. With richly original patina in a blend of olive-bronze 
and medium brown, as well as plenty of good gloss, this piece presents 
exceptionally well in hand. The design elements are sharply rendered, 
as well, and there is little rub even to the high points. Our qualifier 
concerns several light, wispy pin scratches in the fields on both sides, 
the reverse also with a series of staccato-like nicks in the field below 
the letter R in RELINQUISHED and on the pedestal. Though there 
are different opinions as to the precise vintage of the Halliday medal, 
we subscribe to the traditional timeline placing this circa 1816, and 
after the Sansom medal with which it roughly shares a design. Halliday 
produced a small series of medals circa 1812 to 1816 featuring famous 
persons, and some of them are of very similar size and loosely of 
similar style to that seen here. It is our belief that an earlier vintage 
(predating the Sansom issues, as has been proposed) is just too early 
for Halliday’s known working dates. In any case, the Halliday medal 
has long been a classic of the Washington series and seems to be 
meeting with increasing demand in recent years.

Edge: (antique 
ship’s prow) CUIRVE. MS-62 BN (NGC). 51.2 mm. Handsome 
copper-brown surfaces exhibit subtle semi-reflective tendencies in the 
fields as the medal dips into a light. Faint traces of carbon preclude 
a higher numeric grade, although there are no sizeable or otherwise 
individually mentionable marks. According to Musante, these medals 
were conceived in response to the passing of LaFayette in 1834, but 
they did not appear for sale in the Paris Mint’s catalog until 1838. There 
are two distinct variants of the medals, those with plain edges called 
“originals” and those with a Paris Mint privy mark indicating a very 
slightly later vintage, as here. It is not uncommon for these pieces to 
appear for sale without specification as to the precise vintage. This is 
probably because owning an example is considered more important 
than which decade it was struck in, particularly since those marked 
and those unmarked seem to be separated only by a couple of years.

AU-55 (NGC). 46.5 mm. A particularly desirable example of this 
restrike issue, silvered white metal impressions are not listed in 
the Musante reference on Washingtoniana. The silvering has toned 
nicely and originally in a bold blend of steel-olive and pewter gray, a 
few splashes of rose-russet also evident on both sides. The silvering 
has flaked away near the center of the obverse, before Washington's 
bust, revealing the underlying white metal. Light high point rub 
and a couple of inconspicuous handling marks do little more than 
define the Choice AU grade assigned by NGC. Both dies have been

heavily reground, with loss of detail seen in the presidential portraits, 
mostly where the recesses of their bust details fade unnaturally away 
into the fields. The inscription WH. BRIDGENS / NEW. YORK. has 
been ground off the reverse die, as is the case on all of the circa 1856 
restrikes. These are seen in both bronzed copper and white metal, 
the latter being the more frequently encountered. The white metal 
examples are poorly made in comparison to the originals, although 
the present example presents uncommonly well due to the silvering 
and its associated toning. Sure to see spirited bidding among 
advanced Washingtoniana enthusiasts. 


the reverse. Lightly worn at the high points with some loss of silvering 
along the buck’s body, although we stress that the overall detail is 
bold to sharp.

The plaster 
is mounted on a rectangular black plastic plaque with a paper sticker 
on the back with the handwritten inscription (signature) / JOHN

served the Mint from 1974 to 2010 and held the title Chief Engraver 
after that position was re-instituted by the U. S. Congress in 2006.

A rare and exciting offering for the specialist in this popular U.S. Mint 
medal series. Satiny pewter-gray surfaces exhibit a fine grain sandblast 
texture when examined with the aid of a loupe. Pale iridescent gold 
and powder blue highlights are evident as the surfaces dip into a 
light, the protected areas around the reverse periphery with bolder 
olive tinting. A light mark in the right obverse field seems to be the 
only impediment to a full Gem Mint State grade. Unlisted in silver in 
the Julian reference on U.S. Mint medals, we have only handled one 
other in this metallic composition in recent memory: a lightly cleaned 
example that appeared (but did not sell) as lot 6249 in our (Stack’s) 
January 2011 New York Americana Sale. Clearly this piece is far finer, 
and its offering in this sale represents a fleeting opportunity not to be 
missed. 
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“1881” James A. Garfield Memorial Medal. By Charles E. Barber 
and George T. Morgan. Julian PR-21. Bronze. MS-65 BN (NGC). 
77 mm. This type replaced the original Garfield Presidential medal, 
Julian PR-20, after the latter was used for only a few years. Curiously, 
Julian reports that there is no mention of this new reverse in Mint 
records. The author further notes: 


“Tt occurs, however, in the mahogany finish for copper-bronzed 
(Smithsonian collection) and for this reason alone is listed as 
being struck prior to 1892. The wreath on the reverse is the same 
as used on the Lincoln presidential and shows that the Garfield 
assassination reverse was not used until after June, 1886.” 


The present example, therefore, likely dates to the years from late 1886 
to 1892. In any event, it is a solidly graded Gem with strong visual 
appeal.

Nicely toned, glints of steel-blue, antique gold and pale rose enhance 
dominant pewter gray. These mulings are likely the product of Dr. 
Edwards, who acquired the dies from Bolen. The date given is the 
date the dies are known to have been engraved, but not necessarily 


the time of striking. However, some or all were likely made close to 
the time of the cutting of the dies. In his 2002 reference The Medallic 
Work of John Adams Bolen, however, Musante does not note any 
appearances prior to Frossard’s 104th sale, in January 1891, which 
included only copper, brass and tin examples. Musante records only 
a single auction appearance for a silver impression (the present 
example?), lot 109 in the PCAC sale of December 1995, in which it is 
noted, “The mintage figure is unknown, but no more than a few were 
probably struck. We can find no modern auction record for a silver 
example.”

Plaque for Children’s Year, 1918-1919. By Chester Beach. As 
Obverse of Baxter-243. Cast Bronze. Essentially As Made. 
Approximately 19.5 inches. Uniform dark olive-bronze with some 
slightly deeper patina in the recesses. Glossy and very attractive, with 
little evidence of handling. Modern screws into integral threaded 
back mounts allow for wall display. Bold signature of Beach at 
lower right. The same obverse as the 51 mm bronze medals struck 
in commemoration of the year, intended to raise awareness of 
children’s welfare needs, inspired partly by child labor during World 
War I. The Year was part of a campaign to get state governments to 
enact protective laws for children, but also to create parks, address 
healthcare concerns, lower infant mortality rates and keep children 
in school, the last tied directly to the labor concerns. The reverse of 
the medal bore the inscription, CHILDREN’S BUREAU / UNITED 


STATES / DEPARTMENT OF LABOR / AND / WOMAN’S 
COMMITTEE / COUNCIL OF / NATIONAL / DEFENSE. In fact, 
the campaign was successful, resulting in changes that amounted to 
meaningful progress on these matters. We have handled a few of these 
medals over the years but do not recall having seen this impressive 
large bronze before. Clearly very rare, and perhaps unique. In 
September 2009, we sold the Studio Collection of Chester Beach, a 
body of work found in his closed private studio earlier that year. There 
were many impressive and unique pieces found therein, including 
plasters, medals in all compositions, galvanos, and documents, but 
nothing of this magnitude. Beach is best known for his designs of 
the 1923-S Monroe Doctrine Centennial, 1925 Lexington-Concord 
Sesquicentennial, 1928 Hawaiian Sesquicentennial and 1935 
Hudson, New York Sesquicentennial commemorative half dollars.

Light hairlining and a curiously 
glossy texture explain the NGC qualifier, although the otherwise 
brilliant surfaces exhibit pretty iridescent retoning in reddish-gold 
and powder blue on the reverse. Only 1,005 (1,010, per Swoger, 2008) 
examples of this type were struck in silver; R.W. Julian (1977) states 
that the Mint used regular half dollar planchets for this issue. Survivors 
are scarce in an absolute sense and rare in Mint State, as here. Indeed, 
this is the one of the few silver Mecklenburg Centennial medals that we 
have handled in recent memory, and it is sure to see spirited bidding 
among specialists.

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Plaque Celebrating the Motion Picture Industry’s Participation 
in World War II. By Felix de Weldon. Cast Bronze. Extremely 
Fine. Approximately 16 inches x 15 inches. Mostly uniform light 
chocolate-bronze with just a trace of minor oxidation noted in some 
of the recesses. The design of the Marine Corps War Memorial, 
featuring the scene better known as Raising the Flag on Iwo Jima, is at 
the center, with military scenes (including a USO performance) set 
into incuse medallions around, the entirety being the shape of a film 
reel. The banner below reads WELL DONE MOTION PICTURE 
INDUSTRY with cursive signatures of Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson, Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal, and Secretary of 
the Treasury Fred M. Vinson. The signature of Felix de Weldon, 
followed by the date, 1945 and SCULPT, is appropriately to the lower 
right of the central motif. The actual War Memorial, completed in 
1954 and sited near Arlington, Virginia, is probably Weldon’s best 


known sculptural work. It appears that this plaque was done in 1945, 
shortly after the scene depicted in the central motif took place and 
was recorded live by a motion picture cameraman, Bill Genaust. His 
images were instrumental in proving that the famous scene was not 
staged in any way, giving it much greater significance. A related but 
little known fact is that one of the six marines who raised the flag, 
Ira H. Hayes, was a member of the Pima and, stateside, a resident 
of the Gila River Indian Reservation. Shortly after Iwo Jima, he, 
along with the other surviving flag raisers were requested to come 
to Washington, D.C. by the President to participate in an effort to 
market War Bonds. This plaque, referencing a “War Bond Premier” 
in the upper right medallion, might be related to the May through 
July Seventh War Loan drive effort. Ira Hayes later played himself in 
the John Wayne film, Sands of Iwo Jima. 
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1826 Erie Canal Completion. HK-1. Rarity-6. White Metal. MS- 
61 (PCGS). 45 mm. An exceptionally bright and lustrous example 
of this scarce, conditionally challenging type. Satin to semi-reflective 
surfaces are lightly toned in iridescent gold.

As a perusal of our auction 
archives from recent years confirms, survivors are mostly EF or AU, 
seldom Mint State.

The following is from the December 1900 issue of monthly 
bankers periodical “Dicker man’s United States Treasury 
Counterfeit Detector ‘REFERENDUM’ Dollars” — A Victor, 
Col., dispatch to the Denver Evening Post says: 


‘A unique enterprise has been established in Victor by Joseph 
Lesher, a Colorado pioneer and silver mine owner. He has procured 
a die, laid in a supply of silver bullion, and manufactured several 
silver coins, each containing one ounce of pure silver. He calls 
his coins ‘referendum dollars, because they are to be referred to 
the people for acceptance or rejection. Mr. Lesher proposes to 


demonstrate that the ‘intrinsic value’ theory is a delusion and a 
snare. His silver at the present quotation costs him 65 cents per 
ounce, the expense of coining is 15 cents — 80 cents in all, but he 
values his dollars at $1.25, and intends to keep them above par. 
Although he is confident that the silver alone is really worth $1.29 
an ounce, he admits that other people may be prejudiced: therefore 
he promises to pay $1.25 in United States money on demand for

each ‘referendum dollar. 


The exact number of Lesher dollars issued is unknown, and 
Lesher’s own estimate of 3,500 pieces given to Farran Zerbe in 
a 1913 interview has been called into question in more recent 
years. Specifically, Adna G. Wilde, Jr’s exhaustive study of this 
series led to the conclusion that only 1,869 Lesher dollars of 
all types were produced. Wilde's estimate on the number of 
Bumstead pieces distributed is 710, comprised of 210 examples 
of the First Reverse with scrolls, HK-788, represented here, and 
500 of the Second Reverse without scrolls, HK-789. Regarding 
the survivors, the outstanding reference Forgotten Colorado 
Silver: Joseph Lesher’s Defiant Coins by Robert D. Leonard, Jr., 
Kenneth L. Hallenbeck and Adna G., Wilde, Jr. estimates that 
approximately 600 examples of all types are extant, or only about 
a third of the total number believed to have been issued. Few 
can even come close to rivalling the present example in terms of 
either technical quality or aesthetic appeal.

CONDUCT IN ASSISTING TO RESCUE THE PASS-ENGERS, 
OFFICERS, & CREW OF THE STEAMER SAN FRANCISCO 
IN THEIR PERILOUS EXPOSURE ON THE OCEAN, AFTER 
THE DESTRUCTIVE GALE OF THE 24 DECEMBER, 1853. 


This medal retains prooflike surface on both sides and is 
lustrous and attractive, with prominent blue and violet toning 
atop the obverse and around the periphery on the reverse. Some 
light marks and trivial hairlines are seen on the reverse, where 
this medal would have come into contact with the recipient's 
clothing, but the obverse design is crisp and barely worn. Charles 
Cushing Wright's die shows high enough relief to require double 
striking (two blows of the coining press), evidence of which 
is seen around much of the legends. In the foreground, the 
steamer San Francisco is seen amidst heavy seas, while dinghies 
ferry survivors to two schooners, representing the Antarctic and 
the Three Bells, in the background. The San Francisco’ flag flies 
upside down, the classic signal for a seemingly doomed ship. 
The finely fashioned bezel perfectly frames the medal, which 
was struck with heavy diagonal denticles inside the rim on both 
sides to lend a double-framed appearance. A die crack within 
the denticles is seen at the right side of the reverse; smaller 
breaks are present within the reverse denticles near 6 oclock and 
8 oclock. 


The maiden voyage of the steamer San Francisco began on 
December 21, 1853, leaving New York City for the long journey, 
via the Straits of Magellan, to San Francisco. The San Francisco was 
operated by the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, the dominant 
player in New York to San Francisco seagoing transport at that 
time, mostly with two ships connecting passengers and cargo 
via river and land travel 48 miles across the Isthmus of Panama 
(in 1855 the Panama Railroad would open and would make the 
transit routine). The construction of the San Francisco hit New 
York papers in July 1853 and San Francisco papers a month later. 
The Daily Alta California noted on August 12, 1853: “The San 
Francisco, when completed, will be the finest steamship on the 
Pacific.” Unfortunately, just two days out of New York, a piston 
rod on the steam engine's air pump broke, leaving the sidewheel 
steamer helpless among heavy seas east of the Carolinas. On 
December 24, a single wave was said by survivors to have taken 
150 people overboard. Three ships arrived within a few days, 
the Kilby, the Three Bells, and the Antarctic, and each took on 
some of the San Franciscos passengers. The Kilby was unable 
to handle the heavy seas and extra burden, and her passengers 
were rescued by the Lucy Thompson, on which the recipient of 
this medal served. 


The maritime disaster made international news. Over 300 
people were killed, either lost at sea or felled by the outbreak of 
cholera that occurred below decks as the San Francisco floated 
aimlessly, waiting for help. Eight companies of soldiers from the 
Third United States Infantry were aboard the San Francisco, and 
the misbehavior of many of the troops was blamed for spreading 
the cholera. Hundreds of troops were evacuated, while others 
died. A court martial, overseen by General Winfield Scott and 
Secretary of War Jefferson Davis, was called to inquire into their 
leadership in the wake of the disaster. Survivors ended up in 
New York, Boston, and Liverpool, most far from home, all far 
from their planned destination on the Pacific. 
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In the aftermath of the San Francisco’ loss at sea, the captains of 
the ships that came to her aid were lauded as heroes. Congress 
voted gold medals to the captains of the Kilby, Three Bells, and 
Antarctic, a medal cataloged by Julian as LS-11. The city of 
Philadelphia also authorized gold medals for the captains, now 
known as Julian LS-12. The Humane Society of Massachusetts 
presented medals to officers of all three ships. The city of New 
York also authorized medals for the heroes of the day, including 
the officers and seamen of the Lucy Thompson, the first ship to 
return survivors back to New York City. 


Carl Carlson found records of just five examples of this medal 
that reached collector hands. Two of them, including this one, 
were included in the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection. One, presented 
to William McDonald of the Lucy Thompson, was offered in 
our October 2004 presentation of Ford’s collection of life saving 
medals. First offered in the October 1864 W. Elliot Woodward 
sale and acquired from the March 1981 Garrett IV auction by 
Ford, it brought $17,250 in 2004. Ford’s second specimen, the 
medal here offered, was sold with his collection of Western 
Americana, bringing $25,300 in October 2007. One of the few 
other specimens offered in modern times was sold in the June 
1999 Andrew Zabriskie sale by Sotheby’s as lot 556, offered after 
a century off the market with a fine provenance that included 
the February 1859 Augustus B. Sage sale and the legendary 1882 
sale of the Charles I. Bushnell Collection. The only other two 
specimens traced by Carl Carlson were the example awarded to 
James Taylor of the Three Bells, first offered in January 1863 and 
last seen in the January 1890 Robert Coulton Davis Collection 
sale, and an unnamed example in Edward Cogan’s sale of 
October 1878. Though it has been posited that the unnamed 
example is the white metal trial we sold in our November 2014 
sale (lot 10093), the revelation of an unnamed silver example 
that sold as lot 12080 in our March 2016 Baltimore Auction 
could suggest otherwise. However, that piece was recently 
discovered in a Nashua, New Hampshire estate by an antique 
dealer seemingly without a numismatic context that might be 
suggested by appearance in a coin sale in 1878. As such, we 
suspect that is likely a new example which, if true, would bring 
the census of known examples to six. 


Connected to one of the great nautical disasters of the 19th 
century, this medal is of interest to specialists in naval and life 
saving medals, California Gold Rush history, and the medallic 
works of the great C.C. Wright, who died in June 1854. 
Generations of collectors have come and gone without even 
a single specimen being offered through public auction. The 
Garrett and Zabriskie specimens, two of the five known, spent 
over a century in each of those cabinets; another has not been 
seen since 1890. Fortunate is any collector who gets to see a 
specimen of this rarity, let alone own one. 


Michael Hodder described the events surrounding the loss of the 
steamer San Francisco in these words in our (Stack’s) October 
2004 catalog of Part V of the John Ford Collection, where we 
offered an awarded and inscribed silver example of this medal: 


“The wreck of the Aspinwall line steamer San Francisco 
caught the publics attention as no other American disaster 
at sea ever had before. She was a brand new vessel sailing the 
familiar Atlantic leg of the voyage to the fabled California 
gold fields. Her captain, J.T: Watkins, was experienced and 
her crew included men who would later win medals for their 
attempts to assist stricken passengers. She sailed under a 
federal charter to carry eight companies of the 3rd Regiment 
of Artillery on their way west. There was nothing about the 
San Francisco that would lead an observer to imagine her 
maiden voyage would end in tragedy except the fact that 
she appeared heavily laden when she left New York harbor. 


It later emerged that she was loaded past her limit and that 
part of her passenger space was crammed with coal. There 
were 498 artillerymen, their 16 officers, and with their 
wives, children and the ship’s company there were in all 750 
souls aboard the ill-fated vessel. Three hundred of them were 
housed on the main deck for lack of space, below. 


“The San Francisco left New York on December 21, 1853, 
sailing into good weather and calm seas. The weather held 
for the next two days but the ships impending fate was 
announced by the discovery of fever among the overcrowded 
servicemen below decks. No sooner had disease spread to 
the passengers than the fair weather the ill-fated ship had 
enjoyed until then declined into a howling gale. Two days 
after leaving New York, the San Francisco's lifeboats were 
washed away, her upper saloon and promenade decks were 
pounded to splinters by the crashing waves and her engines 
were drowned. Soon afterwards, she lost her masts and 
both funnels and was tossed about helpless amid the high 
waves, her fate and the lives of her passengers and crew 
uncertain. One hundred and sixty of her passengers were 
swept overboard when the upper saloon was smashed. 


“The San Francisco was sighted by the Maria Freeman on 
December 26, which recorded that the stricken vessel's decks 
had been swept bare and she was clearly helpless in the 
water. Two days later, the Kilby was able to lay alongside 
and take off about 100 passengers, who were transferred 
to the downeaster Lucy Thompson and taken to New 
York. After a further two days of aimless drifting the San 
Francisco was raised by the Three Bells but because the 
seas were too threatening the master of the Three Bells 
was forced to stand by until January 3. In concert with the 
Antarctic, which had arrived to help, the Three Bells and 
her aide then began taking the passengers and crew off the 
San Francisco. The Three Bells rescued nearly 200 souls and 
carried them back to New York, arriving there on January 
13. The Antarctic took off 176 (192 by another account) and 
sailed them to Liverpool. The helpless San Francisco soon 
sank. Nearly 20 per cent of the 300 passengers and crewmen 
who died in the disaster were lost to cholera. 


“The public responded to the disaster by authorizing various 
medals for bravery to the rescuers of the stricken San 
Francisco. The U.S. Mint issued LS.11, the congressional 
medal in gold, to the three captains of the rescue ships, 
Creighton of the Three Bells out of Glasgow, Low of the 
barque Kilby out of Boston, and Stouffer of the Antarctic 
out of Liverpool; and LS.12 in gold, the medal authorized 

by the city of Philadelphia to the three heroes. The three 
captains received a subsidy of $7,500 each from the nation. 
Mates received $500 and each seaman and boy $100. The 
Humane Society of Massachusetts also issued medals to the 
rescuers, as well as to members of the San Franciscos crew 
who distinguished themselves in the course of the disaster. 
The merchants and citizens of New York City also issued 
medals, [of the style offered here,] to the rescuers aboard the 
Lucy Thompson which brought the first of the survivors to 
New York. The lifesaving medals for the wreck of the San 
Francisco are among the most highly prized of all such 
rarities.”

Apart from the aforementioned hole, nearly as made save for a 
few light marks in the center of the inscription on the reverse.

The following blurb outlining the rescue of the Carioca and the 
awarding of these State Department gold medals appeared in 
the New York Times of May 21, 1921: 


“Washington, May 20. On behalf of President Harding and 
the Government of the United States, the State Department

is forwarding to the British Foreign Office, through the 
American Embassy at London, for distribution, testimonials 
which have been awarded to master and second officer and 
certain members of the crew of the British steamer Agapenor 
for their heroism in rescuing the crew of the American 
barkentine Carioca of New Orleans off the coast of Crete 
last January. In recognition of the services rendered by the 
rescuers, a gold watch and chain is being awarded to James 
W. Clark, master of the Agapenor; a first-grade binocular to 
P. Purkiss, second officer, and medals to W. Wiles, boatswain; 
T. Keans, lamp trimmer; R. Russell, carpenter; A. Watkins, J. 
Hayden, W. Graham, W. White, A. Lawrence and T. Arnold, 
seamen. Each of the testimonials bears an engraved statement 
of the circumstances of the rescue. At 4.45pm on Jan. 23 the 
Agapenor sighted the Carioca, with seven feet of water in 
her hold, the pumps choked and much of the rigging lost. The 
Carcioca had been in a hopeless condition for three days, 
and was rolling violently in the trough of the sea, with waves 
breaking over her. The wind was increasing in violence, with 
a fast-rushing sea. Under these conditions, all on board the 
Carioca were rescued.”

1863 Aaron White Patriotic Calendar 
Medal. Brass. Plain Edge. MS-64 (NGC). 39 mm. Obv: Typical 
calendar medal design, with the peripheral legend showing the dates 
of INDEPENDENCE, CONSTITUTION and EMANCIPATION. 
Rev: Progression table, the date Jan. 1. 1863 with AARON WHITE, 
NEW BOSTON, CONN and PRICE 25 CTS. The birth and death 
dates of Franklin, Washington, Lafayette, and Jefferson surround the 
central device. Modestly prooflike brassy-gold surfaces with a tinge 
of rose-apricot iridescence. A difficult piece to categorize, this is a 
very rare item, once apparently considered to be a Civil War store 
card (Fuld 280A-1b), and also a calendar medal, a close relative of 
White's Anti-Greenback so-called dollars HK 829 to 831, as well as 
a commemorative medal honoring Jefferson, Franklin, Washington, 


Lafayette, the Declaration of Independence, the Constitution, and the 
Emancipation Proclamation. Given that the medal is dated January 
1, 1863 (the day the Emancipation Proclamation was announced), 
this is the first numismatic reference to it. White, an attorney, was 
considered one of the most eccentric men in Connecticut. He was 
apparently convinced that the Federal government would collapse 
soon, and thus he hoarded hard money: copper, silver, gold, anything 
but paper. His tons of coins, collected when large cents and Spanish 
silver coins were being pulled from circulation, led him to become 
something of a numismatist, just as the hobby was exploding in 
interest. Upon his death the enormous pile of coins buried in his 
backyard were shoveled into heavy cloth bags for delivery to his 
brother in New Jersey.

Arguably the most popular Hard Times tokens with political themes, 
the Andrew Jackson pieces have been eagerly sought by numismatists 
since the mid 19th century. 


HT-6 is eagerly sought by specialists due to the Roman toga portrait 
of Jackson on the obverse, as well as the erroneous election date 1829 
in the reverse inscription. The latter was corrected to 1828 before this 
die was paired with different obverses to produce the HT-4 and HT-5 
varieties. With the typical example in numismatic hands grading 
EF or low end AU, this near-Mint specimen of HT-6 is among the 
finest obtainable in today’s market.

Extraordinary Pair of Bronze Portraits by Franklin B. Simmons 


From the National Bronze Picture Gallery Series 
Commissioned and Completed in 1865-1866 
The National Bronze Picture Gallery 


This series of substantial bronze portraits was conceived 
by William H. Miller, owner of William H. Miller & Sons 
Foundry, in Providence, Rhode Island. In 1864, as the Civil 
War raged, Miller commissioned Maine sculptor, Franklin 
B. Simmons to produce a series of bronze portrait reliefs 
featuring Abraham Lincoln, his cabinet, and significant 
Union generals. Simmons moved to Washington D.C. to 
work on the project, reportedly drawing from life all or most 
of the distinguished persons he would eventually fashion into 
bronze. Most accounts suggest the series was 24 portraits, 
though the Union League of Philadelphia website gives the 
number as 31. The complete series was finished in 1865, 
and was titled the National Bronze Picture Gallery. Again 
according to the Union League, the series of portraits was 
“exhibited in several northern cities including New York 
City, Chicago and Philadelphia, where the medallions were 
displayed at the ‘Great Fair in Honor of the Soldiers and 
Sailors Home’ held at the Academy of Music between October 
23 and November 4, 1865.” The two pieces offered here are 
from this impressive series, and make clear that Simmons’ 
skill was substantial. As per the marks on these pieces, the 
castings themselves were almost certainly done at the Miller 
foundry. 


Franklin B. Simmons was an accomplished sculptor of 
portraits and life-size figures, born in 1839 near Lewiston, 
Maine where he grew up. He studied painting for a short time 
under John Bradley Hudson, Jr., but later shifted his focus 
to sculpture, which he found much more to his liking. He 
expanded his skill in sculpture under the tutelage of John 
Adams Jackson, in Boston, before returning to Lewiston, 
where he opened his first studio. While in Washington for 


the work on this series, Simmons sculpted a marble bust 
of William Tecumseh Sherman, now in the collection of 
the San Francisco Museum of Art. After completing his 
work in Washington, Simmons returned to Maine where he 
accomplished the first life-size portrait statue in the state, 
that of Union Major General and son of Maine, Hiram Berry, 
who had been killed in battle at Chancellorsville. He was 
commissioned by the state of Rhode Island to create another 
life-size figure, that of Providence Plantations founder, Roger 
Williams, which is displayed in the United States Capitol’s 
Statuary Hall. 


Having taken an interest in classical sculpture, he relocated 
to Rome in 1868, where he largely lived out the rest of his 
life, with occasional return trips to the United States. He 
died there in 1913. Many of the bronzes from the National 
Bronze Picture Gallery are owned by the Union League of 
Philadelphia, to which they were donated or sold (accounts 
vary) in the 1860s by William H. Miller. Other works by 
him are in the Portland Museum of Art, United States Naval 
Academy, Washington Memorial Chapel at Valley Forge, 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, and other institutions. Several works, in addition to the 
Roger Williams marble, can be found at the United States 
Capitol Complex. 


The works of the National Bronze Picture Gallery owned

APPLIED FOR. These are all in individual letter punches. The bronze 
is constructed of two parts, the portrait bust which was individually 
cast and then screw-mounted to the bronze or copper back panel. 
The bronze is lightly patinated, but generally golden and reddish 
brown, with circular brush-stroke like rings around the surface of 
the panel. Beautifully housed in the original circular walnut frame, 
with plain gilt fillet. The fillet is cracked and separated in a few places, 
likely the result of contraction of the material, but it is all present and 
the breaks have little effect on the impressive appearance overall. The 
frame is glossy, with an attractive mahogany tone. Just a few relatively 
minor surface marks are noted on the wood, while a minor oxidation 
spot is seen below the bust. 


An incredibly impressive and historic large size work that is both 
beautifully produced and preserved. While our images are the best 
we can offer in the formats available, both this and the Sheridan 
medallion offered in the next lot are rather stunning in person. 


An example of this plaque remains in the collection of the Union 
League of Philadelphia, but it is framed with two other medallions 
of the series in a large rectangular wood frame. The framing style 
seen here matches others in the Union League holdings, but there 
were at least two of the U.S. Grant castings produced by the foundry. 
Unfortunately we have no further history on this particular piece, 
other than the clear fact that it has been a mate to the Sheridan plaque 
offered below on some shared historical path since 1865. 


Grant was promoted to Lieutenant General on March 2, 1864, 
and placed in control of the entire Union Army, a degree of rank 
only used previously for George Washington during the American 
Revolution. On July 25, 1866, Grant’s rank was changed to General 
of the Army of the United States, the first person to carry that title. 
After Grant’s promotion to Lieutenant General, he was stationed 
near Washington D.C., which would have provided opportunities for 
him to sit for Simmons in Washington for this bronze. More than 
any other two men, Grant and Philip Sheridan are credited with the 
victories that led to the April 1865 surrender of General Robert E. 
Lee at Appomattox Court House Virginia, so it is perhaps this detail 
that ties together these two particular examples from the National 
Bronze Picture Gallery.

The bronze is constructed of two parts, the portrait bust which seems 
to be in a brass alloy, applied to the bronze or copper back panel and 
screw-mounted. This is beautifully housed in the original circular 
walnut frame, with a plain gilt fillet. The fillet has a few small cracks 
from apparent contraction, but these have little effect on the overall 
aesthetic. Light patina over the bronze surfaces has largely given 
them a similar appearance, though it is clear that the intent was a 
two-tone cameo-style relief. The back panel is mostly light reddish 
brown, while the central portrait has a slightly golden undertone. The 
entirety seems to have had a treatment that resulted in a brush-stroke 
pattern in the patina. The glossy frame shows minor handling marks, 
but is also very well preserved, exhibiting no serious damage. 


Another incredible bronze from the National Bronze Picture 
Gallery, and a direct match to the example featuring Ulysses S. Grant 
offered in the previous lot. As noted in that description, these large 
medallions are incredibly impressive, far more so in person than can 
be expressed by photography. While the Grant medallion offered 
above is one of at least two cast (the other in the holdings of the 
Union League of Philadelphia), that institution does not seem to have 


an example of the Sheridan offered here. In either case, it would seem 
that these two are among very few from this series in private hands, 
indeed, there may be no others at all. 


Philip Sheridan was promoted to the rank of Major General of 
Volunteers on April 10, 1863, making him notable for the speed of 
his rise in rank. Just six months earlier, he had been a Captain. His 
April 1863 promotion was in anticipation of a Confederate assault for 
which he was able to prepare, allowing him to hold off the advance 
until the Confederates ran out of ammunition and were forced to 
fall back. Later, at the Battle of Chattanooga, he earned praise from 
Grant for exceeding both his orders and his expectations in pursuit 
of retreating Confederates. In the autumn of 1864, in command of 
the Army of the Shenandoah, he not only earned several important 
victories, but also employed a “scorched-earth” tactic. This rendered 
the fertile Shenandoah Valley useless as a source of food or shelter for 
Confederates for the remainder of the War, and destroyed supply and 
communication lines as well. Though Sherman's burning of Atlanta 
is more famous, Sheridan's swath of destruction was a significant 
blow to the South that impaired their capabilities in the area through 
the end of the war. He was promoted by Abraham Lincoln to Major 
General of the Regular Army, on November 8, 1864. As part of the 
Army of the Potomac, which he rejoined in March 1865, he once 
again pursued Confederate forces, with a focus on Lee's Army of 
Northern Virginia. At the battle of Sailor’s Creek in April 1865, he 
is credited with having captured nearly a quarter of Lee’s retreating 
troops, leading to Lee's surrender to Grant three days later.

Rulau (2004) 
reports 32 examples of this counterstamp on Liberty Seated quarters, 
the Brunk reference asserting that nine of these are dated 1855 
(presumably all 1855-S, as here). Choice overall, and really a pleasing 
example of the type. 


J.L. Polhemus is among the most popular and famous of California 
Gold Rush issuers. The son of a shoemaker, James Lozier Polhemus 
was born in New York City in 1825 and raised in Paterson, New Jersey. 
News of the Gold Rush reached Polhemus early; he took the Orpheus 
from New York and arrived in California in 1849. His first pharmacy 
was across the street from the Magnolia Saloon, August 1850, after 
which he moved to 190 J Street in December, remaining there until 
his passing in 1866. His wife continued the business until 1874. In his 
lifetime, Polhemus was known as the “Oldest Established Legitimate 
Druggist in the City, open all night, selling on a cash basis, and at cost 
to indigents.” A prolific counterstamper, Polhemus stamped nearly all 
the coins that passed through his business, including many gold coins. 
Indeed, at least three double eagles with his counterstamp are known, 
two of those recovered from the wreck of the S.S. Central America.

N.Y. on an 1875 Type I/II trade dollar. Brunk P-125, Rulau NY-NY 
234. Host coin Very Fine. An exciting coin for the specialist. This 
counterstamp is usually encountered on Liberty Seated half dollars, 
and it is much rarer when offered on a trade dollar, as here. Both 
Brunk (2003) and Rulau (2004) report only two Parisian Varieties 
counterstamps on trade dollars, both of which are dated 1876. This 
is the first 1875 trade dollar host coin for this counterstamp that we 
can ever recall handling, and its significance is further enhanced by 
the low mintage, key date status of this circulation strike Philadelphia 
Mint issue in the trade dollar series. Mottled charcoal and olive patina 
to otherwise silver-gray surfaces, the counterstamp is nicely applied 
and fully legible. 


Parisian Varieties was an erotic show of nubile young women that 
opened Sept. 15, 1875, and ran until October, 1876 on Broadway in 
New York City. Parisian Varieties was located on 18 East Sixteenth 
Street between Fifth Avenue and Broadway and offered burlesque 
shows under a variety of different names and managers until the 
building was bought in July of 1877 and subsequently turned into a 
library. Before the Parisian Varieties took residence, the building at 18 
16th Street was known as Allemenia Hall, or Robinson Hall. Originally 
a private home, it subsequently became a club house, a ballroom, and 
afterwards was equipped to handle various stage performances. None 
of the ventures lasted for more than a few years. It is now used as office 
and retail space.

Fine-15 (PCGS). 48.8 grains. Silvery tan surfaces that are satisfyingly 
original as well as remarkably problem-free. Some weakness of strike, 
common for the type, affects the left half of the central motifs and 
portions of the legends, yet the vast majority of the letters are legible 
and the important birds and worm detail on the obverse is plain. 
Coins of this type are attributed to John Chalmers, a goldsmith and 
silversmith in Annapolis, Maryland. Chalmers issued these coins to 
prevent some of the abusive practices associated with fractional parts 
of the Spanish dollar, those being the most widely used coins in the 
early United States. While it was customary at the time to cut Spanish 
dollars into halves, quarters and eighths, unscrupulous persons 
would attempt to make a profit by cutting five “quarters” or nine or 
ten “eighths” out of one coin. Chalmers’ solution to this problem was 
to redeem various fractional parts in exchange for his own coins, 
charging a commission for this service. Examples were produced in 
threepence, sixpence and shilling denominations, the dies engraved 
by Thomas Sparrow, if not by Chalmers himself, and the coins struck 
at a building at the corner of Fleet and Cornhill streets in Annapolis. 
Given that several hundred Chalmers pieces are known today, and 
that most display significant wear from extensive commercial use, the 
issue appears to have been well received by the contemporary public 
and widely used in commerce. In an absolute sense, of course, all 
Chalmers coins are rare irrespective of denomination or variety. Those 
most often seen are shillings of the bird type, the long worm variant 
offered here perhaps slightly scarcer than its short worm counterpart.

CONSTELATIO, Blunt Rays, Small U.S. MS-64 BN (NGC). A 
phenomenal condition rarity to represent either the type or die 
pairing in an advanced cabinet of colonial era coinage. Exquisite 
satin surfaces are hard, tight and predominantly smooth in 
hand. There are certainly no detracting handling marks or spots, 
while a small rectangular flan flaw in the reverse field above 
the letter S in US is as made and serves as a useful identifier 
for provenance purposes. The strike is trivially off center to 9 
oclock on the obverse, affecting only the denticulation along 
the left border on that side. The reverse is better centered, and 
both sides sport exceptionally sharp striking detail that includes 
a virtually full eye in the center of the obverse. Warmly toned 
in dominant olive-brown, the reverse also exhibits marbling of 
lighter autumn-brown. 


The origins of the Nova Constellatio coppers were shrouded in 
mystery until research by Eric Newman in the 1990s shed some 
light in his article, “New Thoughts on the Nova Constellatio 
Private Copper Coinage.” In 1783, Gouverneur Morris and 
Superintendent of Finance Robert Morris (who bore no relation 
to one another) proposed a decimal coinage based on a “unit” 
equaling one quarter grain of silver. Gouverneur Morris 
contracted with English engraver Benjamin Dudley to prepare a 
set of patterns in denominations from a 5 unit copper coin on up 
to the silver 1,000 unit “mark” piece. Each denomination featured 
an All-Seeing Eye surrounded by rays and featuring the Latin 
inscription NOVA CONSTELLATIO (“A New Constellation’). 
The reverse featured the initials U.S. in block letters surrounded 
by a wreath and the motto LIBERTAS JUSTITIA and the date 
1783. While this proposal came to naught, the design did not 
end up as a numismatic footnote. Instead, both Gouverneur 
Morris and Robert Morris formed a silent partnership with 
New York merchant William Constable as William Constable 
& Company. Later in 1784, John Rucker in London joined 
the firm, which then became known as Constable, Rucker & 
Co. This firm contracted with a private mint in Birmingham 


to produce a copper coinage to alleviate the chronic shortage 
of small change, as well as provide an alternative to the influx 
of counterfeits. The design chosen was a modified version of 
the original 1783 patterns, but with a reverse legend reading 
LIBERTAS ET JUSTITIA. The documentation that Newman 
uncovered clearly states that the correct reading of the legend 
is NOVA CONSTELLATIO, the placement on the coins has lent 
itself to alternate interpretation and debate. 


While the first of these new coppers were dated 1783, the coins 
were almost certainly made in 1785. The 1783-dated coppers 
were produced in three die pairings, one of which (Crosby 1-A) 
may be a contemporary counterfeit. Large quantities were struck 
and shipped to the United States sometime between 1785 and 
1786 and were quickly absorbed into commerce, despite being 
lightweight. When the official state coinages began to circulate 
in earnest, the lighter Nova Constellatio coppers were devalued 
and withdrawn from circulation, many ending up as planchets 
for Connecticut coppers in particular. 


Today, most Nova Constellatio coppers in numismatic 
holdings are found in lower circulated grade levels and become 
increasingly challenging to locate in grades above EF Any 
Mint State Nova Constellatio copper is noteworthy, and few 
such pieces that we handled over the years can match either 
the striking detail or surface preservation of this fully Choice 
example. Superior in every regard, and destined for the finest 
assemblage of Confederation coinage. 


Crosby 3-Cis the sole 1783 Blunt Rays die variety. It is moderately 
scarcer than its Pointed Rays counterpart. This piece illustrates 
the typical state of the dies with a break joining the letters ER 
in LIBERTAS, and a diagonal crack to the upper reverse border 
from the nearby design element.

Given that this die pairing of the 1787 Massachusetts half 
cent is challenging to locate in grades above EF, this handsome Choice 
VF represents excellent value for the astute buyer.

2014, followed by the VG-10 Michael Demling specimen in our 
March 2018 Baltimore Auction. The October 2014 specimen 
went into the Twin Leaf Collection, through the sale of which it 
reappeared in our Spring 2019 Baltimore Auction. In an earlier 
era Frederick Taylor had an example called “G-4 obverse, F-12 
reverse” that was porous and apparently streaked with light 
flaws. In fact, of the eight known to Mike Packard (January 
2021), five are considered Good or below, and one is holed. One 
is in the Massachusetts Historical Society and one is in the ANS, 
leaving precious few for collectors. 


‘The present example is tied for CC#2 in the Packard census, and 
it is the fourth 1788 Ryder 17-I that we have handled memory 
in recent memory. With considerably more detail than most 
other survivors, it is a coin of undeniable significance to series 
specialists.

“Probable Condition Census rivalling the Pine Tree/E.A.C. 
specimen and nicer than the Stacks/Roper example, graded Very 
Fine. Smooth and glossy, dark golden-brown surfaces; free from 
striations, nicks, or signs of handling. Typically soft on the obverse... 
Reverse center across Liberty’s [sic] waist always weakly struck. Die 
break between D and E in the reverse legend always present.

Although modern census listings would see this piece ranked 
somewhat lower, it is still one of the more visually appealing examples 
of the variety available to discerning Connecticut copper enthusiasts.

RR-26 represents the first use of Bressett Obverse 16 in this 
series, the only die with a cross after VERMON and AUCTORI. 
All known examples are in an early obverse die state without 
the horn-like break at the effigy’s neck that later becomes 
prominent in the RR-25 and, especially, RR-24 pairings. The 
aforementioned bisecting crack on the reverse is always evident, 
suggesting that the die either cracked before striking or very 
early in the press run; in either case, this break resulted in the 
early retirement of the die, certainly after only a small number of 


coins were struck, explaining the rarity of examples. 


The present coin is noticeably sharper than the VF-20 (PCGS) 
example we sold in June 2020 as part of the Q. David Bowers 
Collection which realized $6,600. The finest RR-26 to be offered 
at auction remains the primary Cole specimen (Cole:1182, 
more recently Partrick:5811). Cole:1183 was also cataloged as 
Extremely Fine in our (Bowers and Merena’s) January 1986 sale, 
but with an area of encrusted oxidation in the right obverse field. 
Frontenac:108 was cataloged as VF-25 for the obverse, but only 
VG-10 for the reverse due to roughness and porosity on that 
side.

BN (PCGS). Here is a fascinating example of this classic early 
federal era type, with superior quality, outstanding eye appeal, 
and a famous provenance. It was offered as lot 46 in S.H. and 
H. Chapman's May 1906 sale of the Harlan P. Smith Collection, 
where it was cataloged as: “Uncirculated. Partly bright red. 
Rare.” While we suspect that this coin may have mellowed a 
bit in the 100+ years since its appearance in that sale, plenty of 
vivid pinkish-orange mint color remains on the reverse within 
the protected areas between the bars. The obverse is near-fully 
toned in golden-brown, although the left border on that side 
exhibits faded pinkish-orange where mint color was last to fade. 
The strike is a bit tight to 3 oclock, the denticulation scant along 
the right borders. Otherwise we can find no fault with the strike, 
for all major design elements (though few in number) are boldly 
rendered. Satiny in texture with nice gloss, the surfaces are 
exceptionally well preserved for the type with only a few faint 
carbon flecks precluding an even higher numeric grade. 


One of the most eagerly sought numismatic items from the 
colonial and early federal era of United States history, the Bar 
copper is also one of the most enigmatic. We are not sure by 
whom or under what circumstances these pieces were produced. 
We are reasonably sure, however, that this type was struck circa 
1785, as evidenced by an entry in the November 12, 1785, issue 
of the New Jersey Gazette that states: 


‘A new and curious kind of coppers have lately made their 
appearance in New York. The novelty and bright gloss of which 
keeps them in circulation. These coppers are in fact similar to 
Continental buttons without eyes; on the one side are thirteen 
stripes and on the other U.S.A., as was usual on the solders 
buttons.” 


Other facts concerning these coins are circumstantial. Russell 
Rulau (as related by Q. David Bowers, Whitman Encyclopedia of 
Colonial and Early American Coins, 2020) believes that the Bar 
coppers were struck in Birmingham, England by Thomas Wyon. 


Regardless of where they were made, the Bar copper is perhaps 
the early American coin best equipped to illustrate two great 
narratives of the Revolutionary-era: the military struggle for 
independence and the economic struggle against crummy 
coppers. Both the obverse and reverse designs of the Bar coppers 
were borrowed directly from buttons worn by Continental Army 
soldiers. The obverse design was commonplace throughout the 
war on the coats and vests of soldiers from New England to the 
Carolinas, making this design instantly familiar to most who 
encountered it. The lifespan of those buttons was longer than 
the circulation life of a Bar copper, however. The Bar coppers 
did meet with initial success in the young United States, where 
a dearth of circulating specie meant that they were eagerly 
accepted in commerce. At the time of their introduction, 
however, these coins were among the most underweight of 
the post-Revolutionary coppers, sometimes weighing as little 
as half of a Fugio copper. When the Copper Panic of 1789 hit 
New York, the Hudson Valley, Philadelphia, New Haven, and 
Boston, these were among the first coppers to be tossed from 
circulation, which is why AU Bar coppers are far more common 
than VGs. Choice Mint State remains a rare grade, as few got 
saved as souvenirs. This is one of the nicest ones to come on the 
market in recent years, and it will be just right for an advanced 
collection.

There is an ancient carbon deposit on the obverse at the letters 
FU in FUGIO, but there are no significant handling marks on 
either side. The strike is nicely centered and well executed, all 
features boldly to sharply defined to nicely exhibit this classic 
design. 


The Continental “dollar” is an enigmatic type for which no 
specific documentation detailing its origin has ever been found. 
It was popularly theorized that the Continental Congress 
intended these pieces to serve in lieu of the $1 note beginning in 
the latter half of 1776. Although the authors of early publications 
obviously believed that the Continental “dollars” were coins of 
American manufacture, no documentary evidence was provided 
to substantiate this claim. 


Recent research and a two-part article by Erik Goldstein 
and David McCarthy entitled “The Myth of the Continental 
Dollar” published in the January and July 2018 editions 


of The Numismatist challenge the long accepted theories 
surrounding these coins. They discovered that a long string of 
early Americans — people who were actually in a position to 
provide concrete facts about these pieces — went on the record 
to mention that they had never seen or heard of such a thing as 
a Continental dollar coin. Goldstein and McCarthy also point 
out that the two best known American-reference medals of 1783 
were initially sold with what the French called an “explication, 
a simple handbill or flyer explaining the designs and where 
they came from. The Libertas Americana medal was sold with 
one. Betts-610, the usually pewter medal coined to celebrate 
the Treaty of Paris, was also sold with one. And so, too, was the 
Continental “dollar,” furthering the argument for a production 
date of 1783, not 1776. 


That the Continental “dollar” was intended as a medal and not 
a coin, and that it was struck in London in 1783 instead of an 
unknown American location in 1776, changes very little in the 
scheme of things. The Libertas Americana medal was coined 
in Paris but is consistently rated as among the most desirable 
American numismatic collectibles; the Continental “dollar” 
should not forfeit a similar place in the hearts of American 
collectors. It remains scarce, historic, highly desirable and 
valuable.

Both sides are originally toned in olive-brown and antique 
copper patina, and the surfaces also display good gloss. Hard 
and tight with no evidence of environmental damage, although 
a few edge nicks are noted, and a series of light scratches over 
and around Liberty’s portrait explains the PCGS qualifier. 
Uniformly bold VF detail to both sides, the focal features retain 
considerable sharpness. 


With only 140 or so coins extant in all grades (per Bill Eckberg, 
2019), the 1796 is the rarest date in the entire half cent series 
of 1793 to 1857. Most survivors are from the C-2 dies, as 
here, examples of which have been honored rarities ever since 
numismatics became widely popular in the 1850s. Since then 
the appearance of a 1796 has been a special occasion. 


Although not as rare as its C-1 No Pole counterpart, the 1796 
C-2 is still very scarce. Perhaps surprisingly for such an elusive 
variety, there are several Mint State coins known, including at 
least three Gem Red and Brown coins. One of these, the D. Brent 
Pogue specimen in PCGS MS-66 RB, realized $470,000 as lot 
3009 in our February 2016 sale. Another is the PCGS MS-65+ 
RB from the Missouri Cabinet, which sold for an extraordinary

$718,750 in Larry & Ira Goldberg’s January 2014 sale of that 
collection. Beyond the handful of Mint State coins, however, 
the census for this variety quickly drops to the lowest circulated 
grades, and individual coins at those levels are usually dark and 
porous. Our offering of this relatively attractive and sharply 
defined mid grade example represents an important bidding 
opportunity. 


Planchet stock for this variety was derived largely from rolled 
sheet copper, and at least two of the survivors have Mint-made 
planchet clips. Whether the C-1 or C-2 was struck first remains 
a matter of debate, although we believe that the No Pole (C- 
1) with its cracked obverse die was produced first and used 
as a stopgap measure, until the well made obverse of the C-2 
pairing was ready for coinage. Opinions differ, however, with 
Bill Eckberg, for one, asserting that the C-2 coins were produced 
in April and June, 1796, with the C-1 coins following in October 
of that year.

Evenly toned in medium copper- 
brown, the surfaces are generally hard and tight with the only carbon 
spot of note on the reverse within the upper right portion of the 
wreath. Marks are more significant on the obverse, on which side 
we note wispy pin scratches and, in the right field, a few sizeable 
marks. Upper reverse a bit soft, otherwise we note pleasingly bold 
detail for the assigned grade. Cohen-3b is the Lettered Edge variety 
of the 1797 Low Head half cent, all examples of which were struck on 
spoiled large cents. This variety has been eagerly sought by specialists 
since before the Civil War. The earliest known auction appearance 
was in Edward Cogan’s sale of May 31, 1860, and the Mickley sale 
of 1867 also included one. Even before the turn of the 20th century 
numismatists had recognized the rarity of this Cohen number. In the 
May 1880 edition of Coin Collector's Journal, David U. Proskey stated 
of the Lettered Edge 1797 half cent, “We do not believe more than 
five are known in this country.”

Today approximately 75 examples of the 1797 C-3b are believed 
extant (per Bill Eckberg, 2019), which is certainly more than had 
been confirmed in Proskey’s day, but still far too small a number to 
satisfy demand from early copper specialists. The grade distribution 
of this variety is similar to most others in the Liberty Cap half cent 
series: most are in the lowest circulated grades, often impaired. Prior 
to this sale we had offered only nine examples at auction since 2003, 
the finest of which was a PCGS VF-30 that realized $14,400 as lot 
3093 in our March 2020 Auction. Six of the remaining eight were 
impaired, the sole “straight graded” coins in that group the Reiver- 
ESM specimen in PCGS VF-20 and a PCGS VG-10. While not in 
the same league as the two (!) Missouri Cabinet specimens (PCGS 
AU-53 and EF-45), the present example is still distinctly finer than 
most 1797 C-3b half cents and would make a significant addition to 
an advanced holding.

Julian believed that most of those coins were likely dated 1810. Bill 
Eckberg (2019), however, asserts that the reported mintage figure is 
correct given the number of coins extant. In any case, the 1811 has 
long been prized as a key date issue, and it is represented here by a 
pleasing mid grade survivor of the slightly more obtainable Cohen-2

sharp detail throughout the design. Uncommonly smooth overall for 
the assigned grade, a couple of light marks over and before Liberty's 
neck and a faint spot after the date are the only blemishes of note. Since 
the dawn of American copper collecting, numismatists have been 
amused by this variety’s miscounted obverse stars, making it among 
the most popular of all half cent varieties. The earliest description 
Breen could find of this variety was in W. Elliot Woodward's Rev. 
Joseph M. Finotti sale of November 1862, where lot 947 is described 
as “1828 Twelve Stars, bright, uncirculated” The following lot was 
called “Another, almost as fine as proof?’ They brought 75 cents each. 
A search of the Newman Numismatic Portal reveals no fewer than 15 
earlier appearances, dating back to Bangs’ sale of June 1859 (“1828 
12 stars. Rare.”). Earlier still, Montroville W. Dickeson mentioned the 
variety in his American Numismatical Manual, published in 1859. 
He counted “two types and five varieties” among the 1828 half cents 
he had seen, noting “one of these types has, on the obverse, twelve 
instead of thirteen stars - seven on the left, and five on the right hand. 
This number of stars undoubtedly originated in error, as nothing less 
than thirteen had any intelligible reference to our county, as adopted 
upon our coinage.” 


While not a major rarity in an absolute sense, the 1828 C-12 variety 
is typically offered in circulated grades in today’s market. Mint State 
survivors are scarce in an absolute sense, and they are rare relative to 
the demand that this popular variety enjoys among specialists. This is 
a particularly attractive coin for the assigned grade that is sure to see 
spirited bidding.

1806 S-270, the only known dies. Rarity-1. MS-63 BN (PCGS). 
Here is an outstanding and attractive example of an underrated 
issue in the Draped Bust cent series. This cent is nicely centered 
with a near-fully denticulated obverse border, and a reverse 
border with scant denticulation due to die state (given below). 
The peripheral lettering on the reverse is also a bit soft due to 
die state, but the legend is fully legible. A bit lightly struck on 
the left branch of the wreath, the strike is sharper overall on 
the obverse, where we note particularly crisp detail to Liberty’s 
portrait. Frosty golden-brown surfaces display generally even 
mellowing of original mint color. Splashes of warmer steel- 
brown patina are evident on Liberty’s cheek and in the right 
obverse field, less so within the protected areas around a few of 
the leaf clusters in the wreath on the reverse. The surfaces are 
hard, tight, and smooth. There is a tiny spot in the hair behind 
Liberty's forehead, minuscule carbon fleck in the reverse field 
close to the leaf below the letter F in OF and a dull mark on the 
reverse border at the letter U in UNITED. Breen Die State III, 
Noyes C/B. 


There is only one die variety known for the 1806, just like 1804 
and 1809, but this date has never shared those years’ reputation 
for rarity. Only those attempting to build collections of high 
quality Mint State coins ever realize just how challenging this 
issue can be. In the William Festus Morgan sale of 1932, which 
cataloged a collection built on the premise of quality, James 


Macallister devoted more space to the 1806 than any of the 
1793s, 1799s, 1804s, or any other lot except for the Jefferson 
Head cent. Calling Morgan's 1806 “the finest 1806 cent we have 
ever seen,’ Macallister noted “the rarity of the cents of this year 
in Uncirculated condition has never been appreciated; we don't 
recall one that brought much over $100 while 1793s which are 
common by comparison have brought up to $1000.”

To distinguish the four different intentional 
head styles, nicknames came into common use more than a century 
ago, producing the Head of 1838, Booby Head, Silly Head and Braided 
Hair types. As those portrait styles were deliberate, they may all be 
considered part of the transition. The Newcomb-1 overdate offered 
here was an inadvertent fifth head style. The obverse die was prepared 
earlier, intended to strike coins in 1836. The 1836 cents had a plain hair 
cord around Liberty’s hair bun, as here, a style that was abandoned in 
1837 in favor of the beaded cord that is seen on the other 1839 cents. 
As such, this variety is distinctive for two reasons, the plain cord as 
well as the bold overdate. 


The scarcity of this variety in an absolute sense is no doubt due to 
the early demise of the obverse die. The present example is the late 
state of this breakup, Noyes C/A, with sharp cracks extending into the 
center of the obverse from both the left and right borders. These break 
obviously forced the retirement of this obverse die after relatively few 
coins were struck, although the reverse die soldiered on and struck 
additional 1839-dated cents in the N-4 and N-9 pairings.

‘This is a very interesting die pair and the sequence of the coins it struck 
is understood differently by different experts. Noyes places the Proof 
strikes at the beginning, from fresh dies. However, Grellman places 
them later, after the dies struck several progressively defective states 
impaired by heavy debris on the dies, and were then cleaned. The 
very fine die lines that appear on the Proofs and those struck through 
debris tie them all together, but these lines change very little across 
the strikes and it is very challenging to ascertain the exact sequence. 
We have elected to place the Proofs first, following the Noyes die state 
arrangement, with the understanding that the proper sequence may 
in fact be a little different. 


Walter Breen discusses this particular variety only in a general sense, 
mentioning a few appearances and noting only a small group of fewer 
than 10 specimens individually. However, he does loosely mention 
this particular example specifically: “two were in the Lahrman sale,” 
of which this is one. This date is one of the more plentiful where 
Proof strikes are concerned. The mintage of these special pieces for 
1855 was accomplished by this die pair, an unusually plentiful variety 
in this format, and the somewhat rarer Newcomb-11. Combined, 
it is believed that they may have produced 100 or so Proofs, which 
marks a significant expansion in the manufacture of such collector 
pieces that corresponded with increased interest in coin collecting in 
America in the 1850s. However, this would not be the case with most 
other denominations until 1858. Though these coins are a bit more 
available than the dates leading up to 1855, all Proof large cents are 
rare and enjoy strong demand. This one has a provenance back to the 
renowned collection of Homer K. Downing, sold in 1952.

Both sides are further adorned 
with vivid tan-apricot patina, direct lighting calling forth delicate 
lilac-pink undertones that are more pronounced on the reverse. 
Solidly graded at the Proof-64 level, and sure to have no difficulty 
finding its way into an advanced numismatic cabinet. 


The second year 1857 Flying Eagle cent is a rarity in Proof, certainly 
multiple times more rare than the more widely known 1856 Flying 
Eagle cent. The date has an estimated Proof mintage of just 50 pieces 
with perhaps as few as 20 to 30 actually known today. Indeed, the 
Bowers reference on the series notes: 


True Proofs are very rare, more so than generally realized. Walter 
Breen, Encyclopedia of Proof Coins, pg. 104, states most were 
made in May 1857 from a die with file marks over NI of UNITED, 
one file mark joining left upright of N to rim. All known 1857 Proofs 
are of the Style of 1857 Lettering. These were probably released to 
collectors on or after May 25, 1857 (the day that circulation strikes 
were first distributed to the eager public)....it may be that fewer 
than 20 to 30 true Proofs are known of this date, and estimates 
range as low as 10 to 20. 


The die marriage described by Breen, quoted by Bowers, is now 
known as Snow-PRI1. The present Snow-PR2 specimen offers an even 
rarer opportunity for Flying Eagle cent specialists.

As a result, 
circulation strike 1877 cents were generally overlooked in their 
day, and most found their way into commerce, which generally 
meant several years of recycling between the Mint and banks. 


Although popular during the Civil War and early Reconstruction 
eras when silver and gold coins had disappeared from circulation 


in the East and Midwest, by the 1870s large quantities of bronze 
cents had begun to accumulate in banks as public demand 
for them waned. Through the Act of March 3, 1871, Congress 
authorized the Mint to redeem these bronze cents (along with 
copper and nickel coins), melt them, and use the metal retrieved 
to strike new coins. In 1874 the Mint modified this practice by 
simply reissuing the redeemed coins alongside whatever newly 
struck examples were required to meet demand. In 1877, a 
depression year, the Philadelphia Mint redeemed an unusually 
large number of bronze cents — 9,908,148 coins (per Rick Snow, 
2014) — and reissued 9,821,500 coins, largely meeting demand. 
Relatively few new coins were required, explaining the small 
mintage for the circulation strike 1877 Indian cent. 


This issue is eagerly sought in all grades, both circulated and 
Mint State. The present Gem is a significant condition rarity that 
numbers among the leading Indian cent highlights offered in 
our recent sales.

This 
lovely coin was one of two 1804 JR-2 dimes offered in our (Stack’s) 
January 1990 sale of the James A. Stack, Sr. Collection. It is a 
richly original coin with blushes of steel-olive and rose-russet 
toning on a base of bold pewter-gray patina. Vivid undertones 
of golden-apricot and powder blue are very attractive. A tad 
soft along the left border on both sides, yet bold elsewhere, the 
surfaces are exceptionally smooth and well preserved for an 
early dime that saw moderate commercial use. 


The 1804 has the lowest mintage figure for any of the Draped 
Bust dimes, with 8,265 struck and delivered in June of that year. 
However, it is widely thought that many of the dimes reported 
as delivered in September of 1805 were dated 1804. As a result, 
a more accurate production figure is probably closer to 17,000 
pieces as proposed by the authors of the standard work on the 
subject, Early United States Dimes 1796-1837 (1984). Only two 
die pairings are known, both sharing the same obverse die. JR-1 
uses a reverse die with 13 stars above the eagle's head while JR- 
2, offered here, has 14 stars on the reverse. It is this reverse die 
where the story is particularly interesting for students of early 
United States Mint operations. 


When the Heraldic Eagle reverse was first designed for the 
quarter eagle in 1796, the 13 stars above the eagle's head were 
arranged in straight, almost cross-like patterns, an identifying 
feature of dies by John Smith Gardner. In 1798, Engraver Robert 
Scot rearranged the stars in an arc with a single star flanking 
each side of the eagle’s head. The older cross-patterned stars 
reverse dies were all retired by 1799, except for this inexplicable 
die with 14 stars. Because the pattern fits Gardner's design 


aesthetic, it is believed this die was engraved before the switch 
to the arc layout. When Mint employees noticed that there 
was an extra star, the die was apparently set aside for a rainy 
day. Evidently that day came in 1804 when it was put into use 
for both the quarter eagle and the dime. While the obverse 
designs were completely different, the reverses of both the 
Heraldic Eagle dimes and quarter eagles were the same. 
Furthermore, because the diameters of the two denominations 
were essentially identical, the Mint was able to use the reverse 
dies interchangeably between the two coins (there is no mark 
of value on the reverse die, a useful bit of cost savings for the 
always budget-conscious officers at the early Mint). Such is the 
case here with the 1804 JR-2 dime. It is not absolutely certain 
which came first, the dime or the quarter eagle. Since the cracks 
on this die were not severe, the precise sequence has not been 
conclusively determined. The current consensus is that this 
reverse die was used on the 1804 BD-2 quarter eagles first, 
lapped, then repurposed to coin all 1804 JR-2 dimes. If so, then 
the latter would be the last appearance of both the 1804-dated 
die obverse and the 14 stars reverse dies. 


The JR-2 is the rarer of the two varieties of the 1804-dated 
Draped Bust dime issue and, with only one single exception, 
is found exclusively in circulated grades. Highly coveted by 
numismatists for generations, acquiring any example of this 
variety is a noteworthy event.

Of the 14 submissions of 1829 Large 10 C dimes that have 
received Mint State grades at PCGS, only nine have been 
certified MS-65 or finer.

In his Complete Encyclopedia, Walter Breen reported a “tiny 
hoard” of this variety, which he attributes to “one of Paul Revere’s 
descendants.” Revere, who died 11 years before this coin was 
struck, had 16 children, of whom 11 survived to adulthood. In 
1956, when Breen estimates this group came to light, Revere’s 
descendants numbered in the thousands, and no evidence to 
support this curious statement has ever emerged.

Here is a truly exceptional example of this elusive and 
conditionally challenging variety. Both sides are warmly and 
evenly toned in olive-gray patina, the peripheries with bolder 
russet (obverse) and steel-gray (reverse) highlights. Minimally 
circulated with most features fully defined, this is clearly a 
superior quality example that would serve as a highlight in the 
finest collection of Liberty Seated or New Orleans Mint coinage. 


Although not as plentiful as the 1854 or 1855, the 1854-O is 
one of the more readily obtainable Arrows, No Motto Liberty 
Seated quarters. This statement really only applies to well 
worn examples, however, since the 1854-O is scarce in the 
finer circulated grades and rare in Mint State. Also rare in an 
absolute sense is the specific Briggs 1-A variety of this issue, 
the popular and intriguing Huge O variety. Readily attributable 
to the unaided eye, this variety features a large, misshapen O 
mintmark that most numismatic scholars agree was hand cut 
into the die by an employee at the New Orleans Mint. During the 
1850s all working dies were prepared at the Philadelphia Mint, 
those intended for the branch mints receiving the appropriate 
mintmark before being shipped to their final destination. It is 
highly likely that a “plain” reverse die for the Liberty Seated 
quarter was unintentionally forwarded to the New Orleans 


Mint, forcing personnel onsite to add the mintmark before 
using it to strike a portion of the 1854-O mintage. A loupe 
reveals considerable evidence of polishing in the mintmark area, 
resulting in loss of detail to the eagle’s right talon, the lowermost 
arrow feather, the end of the branch stem, and the tops of the 
letters AR D in the denomination QUAR DOL. This polishing 
was almost certainly done as part of the process for entering 
the mintmark. Additionally, myriad die cracks are present along 
the lower left border, evidence that the die deteriorated quickly 
during striking after the mintmark was so crudely entered. This 
early die deterioration, in turn, probably helps explain the rarity 
of the 1854-O Huge O, for it is likely that few coins were struck 
before this reverse die was withdrawn from production. 


Most 1854-O Huge O quarters known are heavily worn from 
years of circulation, and more than a few are also notably 
impaired. Although Larry Briggs (1991) mentions a unique 
Mint State survivor, the finest examples graded by PCGS and 
NGC are in AU-55 and AU-58. This AU-53 is also solidly in the 
Condition Census for the variety, and is sure to attract spirited 
bidding from specialists.

Hermon A. MacNeil’s Standing Liberty quarter of 1916 is 
generally considered one of the high-water marks of American 
coin design, along with the Winged Liberty (a.k.a. Mercury) 
dime and Walking Liberty half dollar. MacNeil submitted plaster 
models which the Mint’s engravers and sculptors modified 
significantly, apparently without input from MacNeil. Although 
it is often stated that the addition of the chain mail to Liberty 
in 1917 resulted from widespread public outcry regarding the 
exposed breast, there is no evidence that this was the case. 


Numismatic scholar Roger W. Burdette has not uncovered any 
supporting documentation to that effect. In fact, MacNeil had 
proposed the design change (along with some modifications 
to the reverse) in reaction to the Mint’s modifications to his 
original designs before the coins were even released to the 
general public. The chain mail was added to symbolize Liberty's 
preparedness to defend the nation with the coming of the 
United States’ involvement in World War I. 


The 52,000 1916-dated Standing Liberty quarters were struck 
late in the year and released in mid-January alongside the first 
1917-dated quarters. As far more 1917 Type I quarters were 
struck, those were more likely to be saved as keepsakes. The 
1916 Standing Liberty quarter has become one of the most 
sought after 20th century U.S. Mint issues. Here is a pleasing 
example for the assigned grade that should attract very strong 
bidding.

Most such buyers settle for a certified coin 
in MS-66, at which grade level the 1946-D is readily obtainable 
and quite affordable. Greater persistence and deeper pockets are 
required to pursue this issue in higher grades, however, and in 
PCGS MS-67+ the 1946-D is the province of the most seasoned 
and well funded numismatists. Beautifully toned to match its 
unsurpassed technical quality, this top-of-the-pop rarity is sure 
to sell for a strong premium.

The 1946-S is the most plentiful San Francisco Mint Walking 
Liberty half dollar issue in Mint State.

extent as the 1946-D). Indeed, the 1946-D is more plentiful than 
the 1946-S, as are the 1941, 1942 and 1943.

MS-67+, and the 1946-S is unknown any finer at this service.

The 1947 Walking Liberty half dollar is an underrated issue 
much like the 1946. With a mintage of slightly more than 4 
million coins, it is rarer than all other Philadelphia Mint “short 
set” issues with the exception of the 1946. It is also scarcer in the 


finest Mint State grades than several mintmarked issues in this 
set such as the 1941-D, 1943-D, 1944-D, 1945-D, 1946-D and 
1946-S. While collectors should have little difficulty locating an 
example that falls into the lower half of the Mint State grading 
scale, MS-66s are somewhat scarce from a market availability 
standpoint. Superb Gems, as here, are rare. Just 20 coins have 
been graded finer by PCGS, making this an ideal find for Set 
Registry Set participants.

An aesthetically 
pleasing and highly desirable coin, this is an above average 
example of the type, issue and die pairing. Both sides retain bold 
outline detail to all major design elements, the more protected 
features such as Liberty’s hair and the eagle's wing feathers have 
considerable sharpness. There are faint remnants of original 
mint luster, as well as iridescent undertones of golden-apricot 
and powder blue that enliven otherwise slate and mauve-gray 
surfaces. Denticulation is full around both sides, and the strike is 
well centered and nicely executed. There are several Mint-made 
adjustment marks to the right of center on the reverse. During 
the preparation of the planchets at the early United States Mint, 
the metallic discs were often slightly overweight and were later 
adjusted by filing excess metal from the surfaces. Gold and 
silver coins from the 1790s especially often show evidence of 
filing, thus explaining the adjustment marks seen here. There 
are, however, no post-production blemishes of note. Tompkins 
Die Stage 1/2 with a reverse crack from the border to the first 
letter T in STATES that continues (faintly) to the leaves below. 


Of the 11 known die marriages of the 1794 half dollar, O-105 
is the most frequently encountered after only O-101. However, 
this is not a common variety in an absolute sense, for the 1794 
as an issue is scarce to rare in all grades, irrespective of die 
marriage. The first half dollars struck in the United States Mint 
were 5,300 examples delivered on December 1, 1794. All of 


these coins are assumed to have been struck from 1794-dated 
dies. The Guide Book, among other numismatic references, 
provides a mintage figure of 23,464 pieces, assuming that the 
18,164 half dollars delivered on February 4, 1795 were also 
coined from 1794-dated dies. This is conjecture, an estimate, 
and we will never know for certain whether the coins delivered 
on February 4, 1795 were dated 1794, 1795, or both. Based on 
the number of die marriages known for the 1794-dated issue, as 
well as the number of coins extant, it is likely that at least some 
of the coins delivered in early 1795 were from 1794-dated dies. 
We suspect that the actual mintage for this issue is somewhat 
less than 23,464 pieces, and most examples have long since been 
lost to commercial use. 


Although obtainable by 1794 half dollar variety standards, 
O-105 is conditionally challenging with the vast majority of 
survivors well worn in grades such as VG, Fine and low end 
VE The Condition Census as given in the 2015 reference Early 
United States Half Dollars, Volume 1: 1794-1807 by Steve M. 
Tompkins reads: 62, 58, 53, 53, 53, 50, 45. The MS-62 listed 
by Tompkins has since been recertified as AU-58+ by PCGS, 
and an EF-45+ has also been graded, so the revised Condition 
Census would read: 58+, 58, 53, 53, 53, 50, 45+. Not too far 
outside of Condition Census for the die pairing, this is a lovely 
Choice VF example of the historic and key date 1794 Flowing 
Hair half dollar that will please any discerning bidder.

This highly significant coin is new to the census for the rare 
1794 Overton-108 die pairing. In terms of remaining detail it 
qualifies for the low end of Condition Census, as nearly half of 
the known examples are VG Details or lower. There is actually 
quite a bit of definition on both sides of this piece, the borders 
fully and evenly denticulated, all major design elements boldly 
outlined, and the recesses of Liberty's hair and the eagle’s wing 
retaining considerable sharpness. Liberty's eye, nose and mouth 
are all distinct as well. The surfaces are glossy from an old, light 
cleaning, there are several prominent scratches on the obverse 
over and before Liberty's portrait, and concentrations of lighter 
scratches on the reverse around the eagle. The PCGS qualifier 
concerns a crudely plugged, yet small hole between 3 and 4 
oclock at the obverse border; it is also visible in the opposing 
area on the reverse. The eye appeal benefits not only from the 
aforementioned boldness of detail, but also vivid and attractive 
retoning of halos of cobalt blue and reddish-rose iridescence 
around the peripheries.

The 1794 Overton-108 variety is rare, which can almost certainly 
be laid at the feet of the early and terminal break suffered by the 


obverse die. The crack is readily evident on the present example, 
and it begins at the border between star 15 and the date, crosses 
stars 15, 14 and 13, and terminates the border outside star 13. 
The reverse die proved to be more durable and was also used in 
the 1794 O-101, 106 and 107 pairings. Both Steve M. Tompkins 
(2015) and Stephen J. Herrman (Spring 2021) account for only 
eight or nine examples, just one of which is the early die state 
(Tompkins 1/1) without the prominent obverse die crack. That 
coin is the Hilt-Link CC#1 specimen. The coin offered here is 
a newcomer to the modern census and brings the estimate of 
examples known up to nine or 10 pieces. The Overton plate coin, 
rank #7 in both the Tompkins and Herrman census listings, 
realized $6,000 as lot 7008 in our November 2019 Baltimore 
sale of the E. Horatio Morgan Collection. That coin was 
certified Good-4 by PCGS. The present example, with far more 
detail remaining, is worthy of stronger bids even despite the 
impairments. A rare and significant opportunity for advanced 
early half dollar variety enthusiasts that is sure to attract spirited 
bidding.

did not have any 1815-dated dies on hand. To allow coinage to 
resume as soon as possible, Mint employees retrieved an unused 
1812-dated die, punched a 5 over the 2, and used this obverse 
to strike approximately 47,150 1815/2 half dollars. Overton-101 
is the only known die marriage of this issue, although it comes 
in early and late states, the latter identifiable by peripheral 
die cracks on the reverse. While enough examples of both 
the O-101 and O-101a die states have survived to make both 
varieties readily obtainable, the lack of any other die marriages 
means that the 1815/2 is scarce compared to all other dates in 
the Capped Bust half dollar series.

While no actual record of the number of Proof 1840 dollars 
struck exists, today’s numismatists feel that perhaps two 
dozen or so is an accurate assessment based on the number of 
specimens known. The PCGS Population Report suggests that 
only 15 to 20 examples are extant, despite the fact that PCGS 
and NGC combined have recorded 47 (!) grading events for this 
issue. Undoubtedly many resubmissions have occurred over the 
years, although it is also likely that the actual mintage may be

somewhat more than 20 coins. Further evidence for the latter 
conclusion comes from the fact that Dick Osburn and Brian 
Cushing (Liberty Seated Dollars: A Register of Die Varieties, 
2018) have identified five different die combinations for this 
issue. This is an unusually high number of die pairings for any 
pre-1858 Proof Liberty Seated issue that, regardless of how coins 
were produced, points to multiple striking periods. Indeed, 
during the 1840s the Mint struck Proof coins in (extremely) 
limited numbers on an as-needed basis, and with the circulation 
strike silver dollar produced in quantity for the first time since 
1804 (using 1803-dated dies), it is easy to imagine the Mint 
receiving extra calls for Proofs at different times throughout 
calendar year 1840. 


This is certainly a delightful representative example of a rare 
and numismatically significant issue that would serve as a focal 
point in any cabinet.

“In the latest state, the dies rotated 45 degrees. This rotation is rare. We 
estimate it to be R5...We’ve included this rotated die state as one of our 
Top-30 varieties.”

This is a significant, 
highly desirable near-Mint example of the low mintage, key 
date 1851 silver dollar. Lovely surfaces exhibit dominant silver 
and olive-gray iridescence, with vivid undertones of mottled 
powder blue and reddish-rose. The strike is sharp throughout 
and there is intense satin to semi-reflective luster evident. 


The trend toward smaller circulation strike production of 
silver dollars that was begun in 1850 continued in 1851, with 
an even lower mintage of 1,300 pieces. The vast quantities of 
gold entering the world market from California caused the price 
of silver relative to gold to rise to the point where the intrinsic 
value of a United States silver dollar outstripped its face value. 
In such a situation there was little, if any incentive for bullion 
dealers to have their silver coined into dollars, explaining the 
small circulation strike mintages from the Philadelphia Mint 
in 1850, 1851 and 1852. Those coins that were produced were 
almost certainly not released into domestic circulation at the 
time, or else they would have been exported and/or melted. It 


is likely that some 1851 dollars found their way into circulation 
later in the 19th century, by which time the rarity of this date 
was already well established (the Mint had produced Proof 
restrikes for collectors as early as 1858). Sharp-eyed bank tellers 
and others with regular access to silver dollars during the late 
1870s and 1880s probably set aside examples of the 1851 and 
other key date Liberty Seated issues. This accounts for some of 
the coins in today’s numismatic market, especially minimally 
circulated examples such as this PCGS AU-58. We believe that 
fewer than 100 coins are extant in all grades, Dick Osburn and 
Brian Cushing providing a more precise estimate of 65 survivors 
in their 2018 reference Liberty Seated Silver Dollars: A Register 
of Die Varieties. This is one of the nicest that we have handled in 
quite some time, and will be just right for an advanced collection 
of silver dollars or Liberty Seated coinage.

Of the 20,000 pieces struck, the 
first 15,000 coins delivered were intended solely for export. 
Indeed, the San Francisco-based firm of Bolton, Barren & 
Co. acquired 8,985 of these coins for use in the China trade. 
Those examples that went overseas were invariably lost through 
melting. Fortunately for today’s collectors, the additional 5,000 
pieces were retained stateside and released into circulation

on the West Coast. Survivors of that delivery — and they are 
few — are usually well worn, often impaired, and constitute 
the majority of 1859-S silver dollars obtainable today. Given 
the manner in which this issue was distributed, combined 
with a lack of contemporary numismatic demand, it should 
come as no surprise that the 1859-S is a formidable rarity in 
Mint State. Surviving almost certainly as a matter of chance, 
this high Condition Census example is fully Choice in quality, 
visually appealing, and would serve with distinction in the finest 
collection of Liberty Seated coinage or silver dollars.

From the 
Washington vault, 1885-O dollars were paid out beginning by the 
early 1930s, and in multiple-bag quantities in 1938, 1953, 1954, and 
1957. In October 1962, continuing into early 1963, vast quantities, 
probably amounting to millions of coins, were released from storage 


at the Philadelphia Mint. The 1883-O, 1884-O, and 1885-O aa22 

constitute the bulk of approximately 10 million coins released from Roll of 1885-O Morgan Silver Dollars. MS-64 (PCGS). Lovely 
a long-sealed vault in the Philadelphia Mint, beginning in October pinkish-silver or champagne-apricot iridescence is evident on the 
1962 and continuing through much of 1963. My estimate is that the obverse or reverse of a few examples, although most are fully brilliant.

Not atypical for Morgan dollars and one of the situations that make 
the series so appealing, this issue is far scarcer in Mint State than 
the 1883-O, 1884-O and 1885-O despite having a higher mintage 
(10,710,000 coins for the 1886-O as opposed to, for example, 9,185,000 
pieces for the 1885-O). Given that the 1886-O is plentiful in worn 
condition, millions of examples likely found their way into circulation 
beginning in the late 19th century. Millions more, probably more than 
half of the mintage, were almost certainly kept in storage and then 
melted under the terms of the 1918 Pittman Act. Remaining pieces 
in government vaults were limited in number with Q. David Bowers 
(1993) speculating that “apparently no more than a few bags dribbled 
onto the market in the 1940s and 1950s — enough to keep the issue 
in the $6 to $10 range for most of the period 1945-1960.” Despite its 
obvious scarcity in Mint State, at that time the 1886-O was largely 
overlooked by dealers and collectors, a situation that Bowers blames 
on the overall poor striking, luster and surface quality for which this 
issue is known. During the Treasury Department releases of 1962 to 
1964 a few additional bags probably came to light, again enough to 
meet the demands of a market that was generally less than enthusiastic 
about this issue. The coins released during the 1960s may have been 
part of mixed-date bags, for Harry J. Forman (as related by Bowers, 
1993) “recalled that he never had an intact bag of 1886-O dollars, but 
he did find several hundred ‘minimum Uncirculated’ coins in a bag 
containing various dates.” Wayne Miller (1982) writes of four original 
Uncirculated rolls that he purchased in 1971. Surprisingly for the 
issue, Miller describes those coins as “full strike BU,” but he quickly 
follows that up with the fact that, while “BU pieces are available at 
nearly every coin show...gems are truly scarce.” 


The days of partial bags and Uncirculated rolls of 1886-O dollars are 
now mostly history, and Mint State examples of this issue are generally 
widely dispersed. Our offering in this sale is a rare exception, and 
it may very well be the last time that Mint State 1886-O dollars are 
offered in quantity.

All circulation strike issues/varieties in this series are challenging to 
locate in the finer Uncirculated grades, the coins generally roughly 
handled by government employees and, subsequently, banks.

2000-P Sacagawea “Cheerios” Dollar. FS-902. Boldly Detailed Tail 
Feathers. MS-67 (ANACS). A spectacular Superb Gem example 
of one of the most fascinating and rare modern U.S. Mint varieties. 
This highly lustrous and satiny piece has surfaces that are free of 
grade-limiting blemishes. Early in 2000, General Mills, makers of 
Cheerios breakfast cereal, coupled with the U.S. Mint to place new 
Sacagawea dollars in boxes of their cereal and heighten the nation’s 
awareness of the coin. Some 10 million boxes of Cheerios were part 
of the promotion, each containing a newly minted Lincoln cent. 
Another 5,500 boxes also contained a 2000-dated Sacagawea dollar. 
Unbeknownst to people at the time, the “Cheerios” dollar had a 
different reverse die than the regular circulation strikes, with the 
eagle's tail feathers on the reverse enhanced in their detail. While at 
least 5,500 of these pieces were struck for the promotion (making 
them roughly four times more rare than the famous 1955 Doubled 
Die Obverse Lincoln cent), their value has risen steadily owing to the 
fact that very few “Cheerios” dollars have surfaced. It is likely that 
many examples were found by non-collectors who spent or otherwise 
mishandled the coins. Exceptionally well preserved, the Superb 
Gem offered here is a must have for any serious collector of modern 
varieties.

1854-D Winter 6-H, the only known dies. AU-53 (PCGS). A rare 
and noteworthy offering for the Southern gold enthusiast, we have 
handled few 1854-D gold dollars of any quality in recent years. 
This is an overall boldly defined About Uncirculated example with 
considerable sharpness of detail on both sides. Satiny in texture with 
even bright honey-gold patina, a few wispy handling marks over and 
before Liberty's portrait are mentioned for accuracy. The 1854-D is 
one of the most elusive Dahlonega Mint gold dollars, ranking fourth 
in overall and third in high grade rarity in this mintmarked series, 
per Doug Winter in the 2003 edition of Gold Dollars of the Dahlonega 
Mint: 1838-1861. The mintage is 2,935 pieces, the extant population 
probably on the order of 100 to 200 coins. The typical survivor is well 
worn, if not also impaired, highlighting the significance of this PCGS- 
certified AU-53 coin.

1855 Type II. MS-66 (PCGS). This exceptional upper end Gem 
1855 gold dollar will please even the most discerning collector. 
Frosty surfaces are fully lustrous and display lovely rose-gold 
patina with blushes of powder blue here and there. Sharply 
struck overall with only a trace of faint clash marks (as made) in 
the fields around the central design elements. 


When the Act of February 21, 1853 was passed, its intended 
purpose was to return subsidiary silver coinage to circulation 
by reducing the weight of those denominations enough that 
their face value exceeded their intrinsic value. Huge quantities 
of the lighter coins were produced, so much so that by 1855, the 
law had basically achieved its goal. The gold dollar was created 
to help fill the void formed by the disappearance of silver from 
commerce, and as more and more silver coins circulated, 
the need for the gold dollar dropped. Production figures fell 
accordingly; in 1855 only 758,269 gold dollars were coined at 
the Philadelphia Mint while the three Southern branch mints 
turned out well under 70,000 pieces combined. Once silver 
quarters and half dollars were frequently seen, the tiny gold 
dollar was no longer desired. 


The high relief of the Type II gold dollar caused problems when 


the pressure required to strike up the design also put undue stress 
on the thinner planchet. This caused the centers of the coin to be 
very poorly struck. In fact, nearly every known example of the 
1855 gold dollar is found with weakness at the digits 85 in the 
date and the letters LL in DOLLAR. Even on specimens struck 
from fresh dies the 8 in the date is often very flat at the upper 
left portion of the top loop, as it is here. This issue is well known 
for being generally poorly struck and clashed dies are the rule 
rather than the exception. The design’s technical difficulties 
proved to be its undoing, and in 1856, a revised version with a 
larger bust designed in lower relief was introduced. 


The high relief also proved to be detrimental in circulation, 
as the obverse was quick to show signs of wear, making Mint 
State examples particularly elusive. Maybe about a fifth of the 
estimated 5,000 to 7,500 survivors qualify as Mint State, of which 
only a couple dozen are at the Gem level. As one of the finest 
known examples graded by PCGS, this is a superior quality 
example both for the issue and for the entire type. A superb 
candidate for anyone seeking a premium quality representative 
of this challenging type.

1864 AU-58 (PCGS). Bold honey-rose patina blankets surfaces that 
are sharply defined with nearly complete satin luster. Just a bit of 
friction and light muting to the surfaces precludes a Mint State grade. 
Only 5,900 circulation strike gold dollars of this date were produced 
during the economically chaotic penultimate year of the Civil War, 
and survivors are scarce to rare at all levels of preservation.

1869 MS-64 (NGC). Lovely Choice-quality surfaces exhibit enhancing 
blushes of reddish-rose iridescence to dominant golden-apricot color. 
Lustrous and satiny in finish with sharp striking detail throughout the 
design. In 1869, gold was front row, center in the nation’s economy. The 
“Golden Spike” joining the Transcontinental Railroad was driven on 
May 10 at Promontory Summit in Utah Territory. A few months later 
one of the seminal financial crises of the Gilded Age occurred, “Black 
Friday.’ Financiers Jay Gould and James Fisk attempted to convince 
Treasury officials to keep the price of gold artificially high by keeping 
the government's holdings of the metal in the commodities market 
while ostensibly allowing domestic farmers to have a competitive 
advantage in foreign markets. In reality, this move gave Gould and 
Fisk ample opportunity to buy up interest in the metal, forcing the 
premium on gold to increase by one-third. President Ulysses Grant 
caught wind of the scheme in September and immediately ordered 
the release of $4,000,000 in gold on Friday, September 24. This caused 
the price to fall back to normal levels, ruining many speculators trying 
to take advantage of the run up in the market. Today, “Black Friday” is 
more closely associated with the post-Thanksgiving shopping holiday 
rather than the financial collapse that spawned the phrase. 


Despite a moderate spike in production at Philadelphia in 1861 and 
1862, the gold dollar was a denomination in decline by the 1860s. 
After 1861, production was confined to the Philadelphia Mint with 
one exception (the 1870-S), and not for any real need in circulation. 
The gold dollars of 1869 are typical of these later Type II issues with 
only 5,900 circulation strikes coming off the Mint’s presses on a single 
day, February 15. They saw very little commercial use but were instead 
popular as gifts or in jewelry. Bowers notes that worn examples below 
the EF level are actually quite rare. Many others show evidence of time 
spent in jewelry while a modest quantity of higher grade examples 
are clustered between AU-58 and MS-62 (although no doubt a few 
resubmissions are included). The same situation is likely at play at the 
Choice level and higher, where the actual rarity may be much greater 
than the reported numbers suggest. This lovely MS-64 example 
represents a significant find for the astute gold enthusiast.

1880 MS-66 (NGC). Semi-reflective fields support satiny, smartly 
impressed design elements on both sides of this beautiful golden- 
orange Gem. The suspension of gold specie payments by Eastern 
and Midwestern banks early in the Civil War dealt the gold dollar a 
blow from which it basically never recovered. Mintages had started to 
diminish as early as 1854 when the return of silver coins to circulation 
rendered the gold dollar increasingly obsolete in the eastern United 
States. Nearly all mintages were small through the balance of the 
1860s and into the early 1870s. Minor upsurges in Philadelphia Mint 
production were seen in 1873 and 1874 as the destruction of worn 
gold coins pursuant to the Act of February 12, 1873, provided bullion 
for new coins. Thereafter mintages remained extremely limited until 
the gold dollar passed into history in 1889. Not even in 1878, when 
the Mint stepped up gold coin production in anticipation of the 
resumption of specie payments on January 1, 1879, did gold dollar 
production increase. 


There were obviously few calls for gold dollars in 1880, for the 
Philadelphia Mint produced only 1,600 circulation strikes, the lowest 
mintage among Philadelphia Mint gold dollars after the 1875 (just 400 
coins struck). The 1880 is available in lower grades; a large percentage 
of the mintage must have survived in the hands of speculators or 
numismatists. On the other hand, the 1880 remains scarce to rare 
in the finest Mint State grades, at which levels it enjoys the greatest 
demand from discerning collectors.

The strike is ideally centered, the border 
universally denticulated around both sides, and the design 
elements bold apart from a touch of softness in the centers. Vivid 
golden-yellow color provides strong eye appeal and rounds out 
a impressive list of physical attributes.

Among dates of this type, the 1802 is not elusive in lower 
circulated grades. Many collectors choose an 1802 or 1807 to 
represent the design type, and with perhaps 200 specimens of 
the 1802 surviving in all grades, there are generally enough for

collectors to at least locate one. At the threshold of Mint State, 
however, this scenario changes. This is one of our finer offerings 
so far during the 21st century, highlighting the significance of 
this opportunity for advanced bidders. 


The Mint used only a single obverse die for this issue, and for 
many years numismatists believed that the digit 2 in the date 
was punched over a 1, a feature seen on its big brother the half 
eagle of this year, which often shows the overdate feature rather 
sharply. However, more recent scholarship has discounted the 
presence of an underlying 1 on the sole 1802-dated quarter 
eagle die.

As with all pre-1834 quarter eagles, the 1832 represents a 
significant find at all levels of preservation. The mintage was only 
4,400 pieces, there being little call for coins of this denomination 
among contemporary gold bullion depositors. With the vast 
majority falling prey to melting, it should come as no surprise 
that most numismatic scholars accept an estimate of just 80 to 
100 coins extant in all grades. Here, then, is an important coin 
that is likely to be of greatest interest to budget minded gold 
type collectors seeking an example of the challenging Capped 
Head Left, Reduced Diameter quarter eagle.

1834 Classic Head. HM-1. Rarity-2. Small Head. MS-64+ 
(PCGS). Offered is an exceptionally well preserved and 
attractive example of this popular first year Classic Head quarter 
eagle issue. Delightful medium gold patina is enhanced by 
tinges of pale olive. The texture is satiny and the strike is razor 
sharp and virtually full. The fields are subtly semi-reflective and 
the coin looks virtually pristine. Even the most discerning gold 
enthusiasts will find much to admire in this gorgeous near-Gem. 


Struck pursuant to the Act of June 28, 1834, this is a superior 
quality survivor of the first “new tenor” gold coinage. By 
diminishing the weight standard for the new quarter eagle, the 
quarter eagle's intrinsic value was, at last, equal to two and a 
half dollars in American silver coins. It had been decades since 
gold and silver coins could circulate on the same footing, an 
imbalance that forced gold coins into a non-circulating role 
while American commerce was conducted with paper money, 
US. silver coins, and foreign silver coins. The mintage of the 
1834 Classic Head quarter eagle is 27 times greater than the 
mintage of 1833 old tenor quarter eagles but, rather than being 
exported or serving as bullion deposits in banks, the new coins 
actually circulated. Newspapers across the country excitedly 


reported seeing the new coins for the first time, publishing 
updates on mintage figures and hopeful editorials on what the 
“Gold Coinage Act” would mean for the American economy. 
Referred to by some as “Jackson Gold,’ the new tenor coins 
started appearing beyond Philadelphia in the late summer of 
1834. Throughout autumn, more than $200,000 worth of gold 
coins were struck per week, consisting entirely of quarter eagles 
and half eagles, while the citizenry worried that too much of 
it was going to the banks and not enough into the pockets of 
regular folk. Of course, the Mint delivered coined gold to those 
who deposited metal for coining, and most depositors were 
banks. Much of the gold deposited by the banks was pre-1834 
products of the United States Mint, for which the Mint paid a 
premium, guaranteeing the rarity of those coins for modern 
collectors. 


As a Condition Census survivor, this beautiful Classic Head 
quarter eagle would serve as a focal point in even the finest gold 
cabinet.

Quite smooth in general for having seen 
light commercial use, a shallow mark in the right reverse field is noted 
solely for accuracy. The Charlotte Mint produced only 2,988 Small 
Date quarter eagles in 1843, as opposed to 23,076 coins of the Large 
Date logotype. The 1843-C Small Date is the rarest C-Mint quarter 
eagle in numismatic circles, Doug Winter (2008) accounting for only 
75 to 100 survivors in all grades. This is an appealing example at the 
EF grade level, and we expect this coin to see spirited bidding among 
discerning Southern gold collectors. Struck from the latest, most 
common state of the obverse die with a prominent crack from the 
lower left border that has resulted in noticeable bulging in the field 
before Liberty’s neck.

The 1873 is an outlier in 
the circulation strike Philadelphia Mint half eagle series of 1862 to 
1877 in that is has a relatively high mintage of 224,985 coins. This 
figure includes examples of both the Close and Open 3 date styles, the 
former a bit more challenging to locate in today’s market. In truth, 
however, both varieties of the 1873 are scarce in an absolute sense and 
quite rare in Mint State. 


The reason for the sudden and short-lived increase in circulation 
strike half eagle coinage at the Philadelphia Mint in 1873 is explained 
by Q. David Bowers and Douglas Winter in their 2005 book The 
United States $3 Gold Pieces: 1854-1889. The authors start by quoting 
Mint Director James Pollock from his Annual Report for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1874: 


“It seems a remarkable omission in our laws, that there is no limit at 
which our coins shall cease to be a legal tender on account of wear. 
In England, the sovereign, or pound sterling, is not legally current 
when it has lost more than half a grain...It has not been a serious 
trouble in this country from the fact that our coin is so apt to be 
exported. And yet it makes difficulty at the Customs Houses and 
national treasuries, as we have had occasion to know. ‘The collectors 
and treasurers hardly know what they are to do when coins much 
abraded are offered to them. In some sections where gold is much 
used, as on the Pacific Coast and in the extreme southwest, the wear 
is very marked.” 


To address this problem the Mint Act of 1873 included a provision 
that sent $32,717,185.50 worth of worn gold coins to the melting 
pot. This bullion was used to strike new gold coins and, due to the 
popularity of this denomination as a medium of exchange, the half 
eagle was one of the first to benefit from this new, yet limited supply 
of gold bullion for new coinage. 


As Pollock’s account makes clear, gold coins did not circulate within 
the United States except in the far West, but he was aware that 
eventually a resumption in specie payments would allow gold to once 
again circulate freely in the East and Midwest. As related by Bowers 
and Winter: 


“The resumption in specie payments eventually came about on December 
18, 1878, when, in anticipation of the government mandated date of 
January 1, 1879, the market achieved parity on its own. In 1873 all of 
that was in the future, however, and much of the Philadelphia Mint’s 
circulation strike half eagle mintage of that date was either exported or 
remained in Treasury stocks pending the resumption of specie payments. 
A limited quantity may have found its way to the West Coast where, as 
above, gold coins continue to circulate extensively.”

When the doors finally reopened in November, mint personnel were 
able to coin an additional 8,246 examples of the denomination before 
the end of the year. The survival rate is a bit better than in previous 
years, but not by much. Scarcely more than a hundred or so are 
thought to remain in numismatic circles presently (Rusty Goe, 2020, 
states 115 to 150 pieces), almost all of which are in lower degrees of 
preservation, generally clustered in and around the VF and EF mark. 
Even the scarce AU survivors are generally known for less than stellar 
luster and surfaces; examples with remarkable eye appeal, such as is 
offered here, are very challenging to locate and are seldom available.

The 1882-CC is actually moderately available 
at the AU level as compared to many earlier issues in this series. Mint 
State examples remain elusive, but not prohibitively so, making this 
a broadly popular issue. This Choice AU is an outstanding example 
that will draw the attention of gold type collectors, Carson City Mint 
specialists, and aficionados of Western gold.

For the obverse, most of 
Liberty's hair curls are bold, and the scribe lines used by the 
engraver for placing the date are extraordinarily deep and 
touch the base of the digit 8. The dentils also show a scribe line 
used in laying out those features, and in some places the scribe 
line is actually stronger than the dentils themselves.

The extensive scribe or guidelines on the obverse of this variety 
are very interesting to study. This obverse was also used to coin 
the famed 1798 Small Eagle rarity (BD-1, with only seven or 
eight examples known). The reverse die is of the John Smith 
Gardner style with a long-necked eagle, irregular line star 
pattern, three claws over devices, and two rows of tail feathers. 
There are four vertical stripes in each shield element. 


Die State c/b of this variety is characterized by extensive cracks 
on both sides. The long arc-shaped ridge created by the scribe 
lines on the obverse likely caused most of the peripheral cracks 
evident from 7 to 11 oclock, and it is quite remarkable that the 
die did not completely fall apart with the formation of a cud 
in the area below the date. A trio of prominent reverse cracks 
radiate out from the scroll between the words PLURIBUS and 
UNUM, at least one of which bisects that side of the coin from 
the upper border outside the final letter S in STATES to the 
lower border below the end of the branch. 


Of the 24,867 half eagles delivered during calendar year 1798, 
approximately 3,500 to 4,500 coins are believed to have been 
coined from the 1798 BD-2 die marriage offered here. This is a 
scarce variety with John W. Dannreuther (Early US. Gold Coin 
Varieties: A Study of Die States, 1795-1834, 2006) providing 
an estimate of 50 to 70 survivors in all grades. Appealing to 
advanced type collectors and early gold variety enthusiasts 
alike, this impressive half eagle is sure to see spirited bidding 
at auction.

The BD-4 die pairing is, by far, the rarest variety of the seven 
known varieties for the 1804-dated half eagle, rated as Rarity-7 
(four to eight pieces known) by Dannreuther and Bass in their 
book, Early U.S. Gold Coin Die Varieties, A Study of Die States, 
1795-1834. Diagnostics include a repunched digit 8 in the date, 


the reverse with the first letter A in AMERICA touching the 
third feather and barely touching the fourth, the letters TE in 
STATES close.

(PCGS). CAC. Here is a phenomenal early half eagle rarity with 
incredible eye appeal and an outstanding provenance. It is truly 
stunning, displaying an intense combination of satiny luster and 
fully prooflike fields. Even medium yellow-gold color yields to 
deeper yellow amidst the frosty arcs at the borders, an ideal and 
beautiful pairing. There are only a very few of the most minor 
contact marks, none significant and hardly any visible to the 
unaided eye. A tiny mark below the eagle’s wing at left, far inside 
the letters T in UNITED, is perhaps the most useful provenance 
marker. The letters in LIBERTY are about half polished out, 
reflective at the tops of LIBERT, somewhat frosty and textured 
at the bases. The presence of a tiny eruption of die spalling off 
of Liberty’s forecurl places this in order as BD Die State b/c. The 
visual appeal is spectacular, and this coin is capable of amazing 
even the most jaded of numismatists. 


Specks of transparent lacquer or glue are noted beneath the 
lower left serif of the letter D in the denomination, above the 
crown of the eagle’s head, and outside the left upright of the first 
letter A in AMERICA. On the obverse, they appear outside the 
lower left point of star 5 and on either side of star 9. Seemingly 
identical specks appear on the Gem Mickley-Appleton-Garrett- 
Pogue 1819 half eagle. While this piece is not from the Garrett 
Collection, it could have been among the Mickley coins later 
acquired by William Sumner Appleton; the presence of identical 
detritus may suggest an identical provenance. 


PCGS has assigned a MS-65 or finer grade to a 1820 half eagle 
on just seven occasions. Among Curved-Base 2, Large Letters 
coins, only a single example has been graded finer. Within the 
elusive BD-7 die marriage, this coin is tied as the finest known 
with the Einstein specimen, making it an important offering for 
the most advanced specialists. 


Nine die marriages of 1820 half eagles are known, of which 
three are Curved-Base 2 obverse, Large Letters reverse 
combinations. All three of these are rare. BD-5 is perhaps the 
most often encountered, with a population estimated at 20 to 25 
pieces. BD-7 appears to have a population of six coins, as listed 
below. BD-9 may be the rarest of the varieties, with a population 
estimated in the Bass-Dannreuther book at four to six coins. 


We count six distinct specimens of the 1820 BD-7 die marriage. 
Aside from the Norweb-Bass Proof, each has been described as 
Gem Mint State in previous appearances. Among circulation 
strikes of this variety, three of the below listed specimens are 
frosty; the other two (this coin and the James A. Stack specimen) 
are deeply prooflike.

CAC. We are pleased to present a truly memorable offering for 
the Carson City Mint gold enthusiast, one of the finest 1876-CC 
half eagles extant, and one of only three Mint State examples 
positively known. Vivid surfaces display warm, even orange- 
honey patina with lighter golden-apricot highlights, especially 
in the protected areas around and among the design elements 
where original satin luster is most intact. The strike is well 
executed with sharp to full detail throughout the design. Wispy 
hairlines and slight muting to the surfaces suggest that this coin 
has been lightly wiped in the past, although there are few sizable 
marks, and none that are distracting. A light reeding mark in 
the obverse field between Liberty’s chin and star 2 and a few 
light grazes behind the chin should serve as useful identifiers in 
establishing this coin’s provenance. 


Half eagle production at the Carson City Mint in 1876 amounted 
to just 6,887 pieces, the lowest output for this denomination at 
this frontier coinage facility. Widespread use in local commerce 
claimed most examples, and survivors are scarce to rare in all 
grades. Estimates for the number of coins extant have varied 
somewhat in recent decades, with Doug Winter providing a 
figure of 80 to 90 coins in all grades in the 2001 edition of Gold 
Coins of the Carson City Mint. Taking a slightly more liberal 
approach, and based on more modern census data, Rusty Goe 
provides an estimate of 120 to 140 coins in Volume 2 of his 
outstanding 2020 reference The Confident Carson City Collector. 
Both estimates confirm that the 1876-CC is a prime rarity at 
all levels of preservation and is challenging to locate even in 
circulated grades. With the vast majority of survivors well worn 
and in the VF range, even solidly graded, aesthetically pleasing 
EFs are elusive. 


Both Winter and Goe assert that only two Mint State 1876- 
CC half eagles are positively confirmed to exist. At the top 
of the authors’ Condition Census listings for this issue is the 
phenomenal PCGS MS-66 that we sold as lot 11007 in our 
August 2012 sale of the fabulous Battle Born Collection of 
Carson City Mint Coinage. An NGC MS-61 is also known, 
which is not specifically listed in Winter’s book, but which Rusty 
Goe discusses at length in his new reference. That coin most 
recently appeared in Heritage’s January 2010 FUN Auction. 


The present example is a newcomer to the Condition Census, 
and it is not mentioned among the Mint State 1876-CC half 
eagles discussed by Winter and Goe. In a PCGS MS-62 holder it 
edges out the NGC MS-61 as the new CC#2 coin for the issue.

This final year Indian half eagle issue is an excellent case study 
in how using mintage figures of gold coins from the 1920s and 
1930s as a predictor of rarity is difficult. In 1916, production of 
the half eagle was suspended after only 240,000 coins were struck 
at the San Francisco Mint, and coinage of the denomination 
would not resume until 1929 and only at the Philadelphia Mint. 
While 662,000 half eagles were struck in 1929, the nation was 
on the brink of the Great Depression. With gold not needed in 
circulation under such circumstances, very few 1929 half eagles 
were distributed. Virtually the entire mintage languished in 
Treasury Department coffers until the great coinage melts of

1937, when they went straight into the Mint’s crucibles to become 
ingots. These melts also destroyed many of the examples that 
had been released into circulation, as most had been returned 
to the Treasury after the Gold Surrender Order in 1933. With so 
few examples used in everyday commerce, circulated examples 
are significantly rarer than their elusive Mint State counterparts, 
which are usually at the lower end of the grading scale due to 
bagmarks acquired while being jostled about in heavy bags. 


The 1929 half eagle has long been recognized as the prime 
rarity in the circulation strike Indian half eagle series. David W. 
Akers noted nearly 40 years ago that, “If anything exists that is 
better than MS-65 I have not seen or heard of it” Today, this 
remains true; not a single specimen has surpassed the Gem 
Mint State level. The present example is superior to most and, 
with abundant eye appeal, it is sure to please even the most 
discerning numismatist.

The mintage for the 1797 Heraldic Eagle $10 provided in most 
numismatic references is 10,940 coins, based on Walter Breen’s 


assumption that production from the new Heraldic Eagle 
reverse dies began on June 7, 1797 with coins bearing that date 
continuing to be delivered through January 30, 1798. According 
to Mint records, 10,940 eagles were delivered during that period. 
Based on a more exhaustive study of die states and emission 
sequences, as well as modern estimates on the number of coins 
extant, John W. Dannreuther (2006) provides a broader range 
of 8,750 to 12,500 coins struck for the 1797 Heraldic Eagle. The 
author estimates that 3,500 to 5,000 examples were coined from 
the 1797 BD-4 dies, of which only 90 to 110 coins are extant in 
all grades.

The year 1857 saw two major events occur that had long 
lasting effects on the United States economy. Throughout the 
early 1850s, the railroads began a rapid expansion throughout 
the nation in an effort to unite the East Coast with the West 
Coast. Railroad companies embarked on an overly ambitious 
construction spree that required considerable financing, which 
banks were eager to provide. It became apparent that many of 
these railroad companies were built on empty promises and no 
assets. The bubble in railroad stocks burst in the summer of 1857, 
beginning a bear market that accelerated rapidly after several 
major companies failed. On August 24, the dam broke when the 
Ohio Life Insurance & Trust Company collapsed entirely. That 
failure precipitated a massive run on the banks that when the 
dust settled left in ruin thousands of banks, businesses reliant on 
those banks, and the people reliant on those businesses. 


While this financial disaster, the Panic of 1857 unfolded across 
the nation, another tragedy exacerbated the economic failures 
and claimed hundreds of lives. On September 3, the S.S. Central 
America, a side-wheel steamer operated by the United States 
Mail Steamship Company, left the Panamanian port city of 
Colén with 101 crew members and 477 passengers headed 
to New York via Havana. On the 9th, the Central America 
encountered an Atlantic hurricane off the coast of North 
Carolina and tried to ride out the storm. Despite valiant efforts 
by Captain William Herndon and the passengers and crew to 
keep the ship from sinking, it was to no avail. On the 12th when 
two small vessels were spotted, Captain Herndon gave the order 
to abandon ship, deployed lifeboats and tried to rescue as many 
people as possible, with women and children first. That evening, 


the Central America slipped beneath the waves with Captain 
Herndon maintaining his position on the wheel box until the 
very end 


Also on board the Central America was a staggering 15 tons of 
gold in the form of assayer ingots, gold dust, and coins worth $8 
million at the time, or roughly half a billion dollars today. The 
ship was lost over a particularly deep part of the Atlantic that 
made recovery impossible for generations. In the 1980s a group 
of treasure hunters and explorers believed they had located 
where the ship and its gold had come to rest on the ocean 
bottom. After years of exploration and searching, the wreck was 
located in 1988, and over the next several years, several tons of 
gold assayer ingots, gold dust, and gold coins were recovered. In 
the following years the disposition of the treasure was litigated 
until it was determined that the discovery team was entitled to 
92% of the recovered treasure 


Among this fantastic treasure were approximately 5,400 freshly 
struck 1857-S double eagles. Before the recovery of the Central 
America coins, the best example of a Type I double eagle struck 
at the San Francisco Mint would be in the AU range, as most 
were used in local commerce. Thanks to the recovery of this 
treasure ship and others, numismatists can now acquire not 
only a Mint State example, but even a Gem. The majority of the 
double eagles recovered from the S.S. Central America are at 
the Choice to low end Gem Mint State levels of preservation, 
but MS-66s such as this are much more difficult to find. Due to 
careful conservation under the eye of scientist and discoverer 
Bob Evans, the surfaces of these coins appear as sparkling as the 
day they left the San Francisco Mint. The lovely upper end Gem 
offered here will attract considerable attention from double 
eagle specialists, as well as enthusiasts of Gold Rush history and 
shipwreck lore.

With handsome honey-gold 
patina and plenty of bold to sharp striking detail remaining, this 
is an exceptional example of one of the rarest New Orleans Mint 
double eagles. The finish is markedly prooflike. This very well 
preserved 1859-O is one of the outstanding highlights in this 
sale. 


The year 1859 marked one of the low points in shipments of 
California bullion to New Orleans during the Gold Rush era, 
the Louisiana facility producing only 9,100 doubles eagles that 
year. The vast majority of these coins were claimed by domestic 
circulation in the Deep South and, predominantly, west of the 


Mississippi River. Rare in all grades, survivors number just 50 
to 100 coins, the vast majority of which are in grades through 
EE The 1859-O is actually the fourth rarest New Orleans Mint 
double eagle, ranking behind only the legendary 1854-O, 
1856-O and 1855-O, and comparing favorably with the equally 
highly regarded 1879-O. Most of the few AU and Mint State 
survivors are cleaned or otherwise impaired, confirming the 
significance of this original and problem-free example. Sure to 
see spirited bidding among astute double eagle and Southern 
gold enthusiasts.

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1859-S AU-55 (PCGS). This yellow-gold survivor is suitably lustrous 
for the grade with considerable remnants of a frosty finish readily 
evident as the surfaces rotate under a light. Overall sharp in detail, 
with light rub and scattered abrasions pointing to a short stint in 
active commerce. The 1859-S is the most readily obtainable double

1861 MS-62 (PCGS). CAC. Wonderfully original surfaces are bathed 
in a bold blend of satiny mint luster and rich golden-orange patina. 
Sharply struck throughout the design with surfaces that are not all 
that far from Choice Mint State preservation. Beginning in 1861, 
gold coins were extensively hoarded in anticipation of economic 
difficulties pursuant to the armed conflict between the states. Silver 
coins were hoarded as well, beginning in the spring of 1862, following 
the introduction of Legal Tender notes that were not redeemable in 
gold or silver coins. The public’s confidence in the economy wasn't 
restored until the late 1870s. During this period the government 
responded to the disappearance of specie by printing and issuing paper 
money, with denominations ranging from three cents up to $5,000; 
shortly thereafter — in 1863 — the $10,000 denomination was also 
added. Although gold and silver coins disappeared from circulation 
in the East and Midwest, they continued to circulate unabated on the 
Pacific Coast, where Legal Tender notes were accepted only at a deep 
discount. With the bombardment of Fort Sumter in April 1861 and 
the beginning of the Civil War, the North needed about $80 million 
to fund the war effort. The production of 2,976,452 double eagles at 
the Philadelphia Mint and 768,000 additional examples at the San 
Francisco Mint resulted in a combined production at those facilities

of 3,744,452 $20 coins, more than had been produced since the 
inception of the double eagle series in 1850, or that would be coined 
in any single year for more than 40 years to come. The resulting $74.8 
million face value of this denomination alone went far in meeting 
the federal government’s needs for that year. However, with about 
$260 million required by the North in 1862, and even more in the 
war years that followed, gold production could not come close to 
those levels. Financial elasticity was possible only by returning to a 
federally issued paper currency, the Demand Notes of 1861 followed 
by the Legal Tender or “greenback” notes of 1862. They were federal 
paper not seen in quantity since the American Revolution. 


Including coins recovered by Odyssey Marine Exploration from the 
wreck of the S.S. Republic, lost in 1865, we estimate that about 1,000 
Mint State 1861 double eagles have survived to the present time. 
This is one of the most common Type I Liberty Head double eagles, 
although circulated examples far outnumber Uncirculated pieces, 
even with the inclusion of shipwreck coins. Scarce from a market 
availability standpoint, our offering of this premium quality MS-62 
represents a fleeting bidding opportunity for the astute double eagle 
collector.

1861-S Anthony C. Paquet Reverse. VF-35 (NGC). This is 
a landmark rarity in the Liberty Head double eagle series, 
representing a collision of medallic philosophy and economic 
practicality. Handsomely toned in deep honey-orange, both 
sides are further enhanced by lively iridescent reddish-rose 
highlights that outline the design elements. Striking detail 
remains uniformly bold for the assigned grade, the recesses of 
the Liberty’s portrait and the eagle with considerable sharpness. 
A touch of glossiness to the texture and some wispy hairlines 
point to an ancient cleaning, although there are few sizeable 
marks. The former features are quite common for examples of 
this challenging issue, while the latter is a noteworthy departure 
from the norm in a circulated Paquet Reverse twenty. A visually 
appealing and highly desirable example of this elusive rarity. 


Believed to be the son of bronze-worker Toussaint Francois 
Paquet, Anthony C. Paquet was born in Hamburg, Germany 
on December 5, 1814, and arrived in Philadelphia in 1848. At 
some point in the mid-1850s, Paquet opened an engraving 
business in New York, during which time he is believed to have 
struck several medals, apparently all unsigned, except for THE 
ROCKY MOUNTAINS ECHO BACK FREMONT campaign 
medal. In early 1857, Paquet took up contract work for the 
Philadelphia Mint before finally being hired on as an assistant 
engraver. Among his projects at the Mint were mostly pattern 
coins, once again unsigned, including a fascinating copper 
double eagle pattern, Judd-257. 


By far his most well known work is that of the United States 
military's highest decoration for valor, the Medal of Honor 
instituted by President Abraham Lincoln on July 12, 1861, the 
pattern for which bears Paquet’s script signature on the obverse. 
He is also thought to have prepared a set of letter punches that 
were used on several patterns, but also are believed to have 
planned for use on regular circulation dimes, quarters, and 
half dollars, though this never came to fruition. To this day, the 
reverse dies he prepared for the 1861 double eagles remain the 
only coin designs that have been positively attributed to Paquet, 
who left the Mint in 1864 and returned to private business, 
though he continued to take on government work periodically. 
Anthony Paquet died in Philadelphia in 1882. 


One of the defining features of Paquet’s double eagle reverse 
is the tall and thin logotype style he preferred, as compared to 
the rather squat font employed by Chief Engraver James Barton 
Longacre. The most readily apparent diagnostic between the 


Paquet reverse and the regular Longacre reverse may be found 
with the letter O in OF. The Paquet logotype has an extremely 
thin space between the uprights on the letter, while Longacre’s is 
significantly wider and much more of a circle. Another defining 
indicator is how the central halo of stars above the eagle interacts 
with the rays; they are separate on the Paquet reverse but are 
nestled in with the rays on the Longacre reverse dies. Paquet 
prepared four sets of dies using his distinctive lettering for use 
at the Philadelphia Mint, as well as the branch mints at New 
Orleans and San Francisco. In early December the dies were 
shipped to San Francisco, and to New Orleans a few days later, 
along with a note instructing the coiner that they “will require 
the modification of the milling to suit the border.” 


On January 5, 1861 production with the new reverse dies began 
at the Philadelphia Mint and was almost immediately halted 
after concerns were raised that the narrow rim of the reverse 
design would lead to poor wearing characteristics. Mint Director 
James Ross Snowden sent directives to New Orleans and San 
Francisco to cease use of the new dies and return to using the 
original Longacre dies. New Orleans received this message with 
ample time for the branch mint’s officials to withdraw the new 
dies from service and no 1861-O double eagles were struck with 
the Paquet reverse. The story was different with the directive 
sent to San Francisco. Messages sent to the West Coast required 
using telegraph and overland express and took a very long 
time to reach their intended destination. Snowder’s directive 
did not reach the San Francisco Mint until early February, 
and only after 19,250 double eagles with Paquet’s reverse were 
struck and subsequently issued before the cease order could be 
implemented. 


Only two confirmed examples of the Philadelphia Mint Paquet 
Reverse double eagle are known, making it one of the greatest 
American numismatic rarities. The 1861-S Paquet Reverse exists 
in somewhat larger numbers. Although, with estimates ranging 
from as few as 100 coins to nearly 275 surviving examples it 
is still one of the rarest and most coveted issues in the Liberty 
Head double eagle series. As with much of the early products 
of the San Francisco Mint, most examples of this issue that 
were released into commerce stayed there and saw heavy use. 
The typical survivor is well worn, if not also impaired, and to 
this day, not a single problem free Mint State example has been 
confirmed by PCGS or NGC.

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Elusive Circulation Strike 1863 Double Eagle 
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1863 AU-53 (PCGS). CAC. Vivid deep honey-orange surfaces 
are boldly to sharply defined from the rims to the centers. The 
mint finish is nearly full, and both sides retain ample evidence 
of semi-prooflike reflectivity in the fields. The Philadelphia 
Mint produced just 142,790 circulation strike double eagles 
in 1863. Due to hoarding, the issue did not circulate in the 
East or Midwest. Gold coins were available only by paying a 
sharp premium for them. It is likely that many double eagles 


of this era were exported and melted at their destination, as 
Uncirculated examples have not turned up in European bank 
hoards. In fact, many of the 50 to 55 Mint State pieces extant 
have been recovered from the wreck of the S.S. Republic by 
Odyssey Marine Exploration. Given that the 1863 is scarce even 
in circulated grades (Bowers, 2004, accounts for just 200 to 
300 worn examples), the opportunity to acquire this premium 
quality AU-53 deserves serious bidder attention.

1865 MS-64 (NGC). Here isa solidly graded and highly desirable 
Choice Uncirculated coin that will appeal to discerning double 
eagle enthusiasts as well as collectors of shipwreck treasure. It is 
intensely lustrous with pale golden-wheat patina to both sides. 
Parallel die polish lines in the obverse field impart a modestly 
reflective finish that frames the satiny design elements; the 
reverse is universally satiny. Impressively smooth for the 
assigned grade and sure to sell for a strong bid. 


Circulation strike double eagle production at the Philadelphia 
Mint amounted to 351,175 coins in 1865. Since gold coins 
continued to be hoarded in the East and Midwest, these were 
available only at a premium in terms of Legal Tender notes. Q. 


David Bowers estimated a surviving population of only 14 to 18 
different Mint State examples in his Guide Book of Double Eagles 
published by Whitman in 2004. At the time this dovetailed nicely 
with David W. Akers’ research, as he found just eight auction 
listings of specimens cataloged as Uncirculated when he wrote 
his widely used double eagle reference book in 1982. Later came 
news from Odyssey Marine Exploration of 363 pieces found in 
the wreck of the S.S. Republic. This is one of the finer certified 
examples from the S.S. Republic treasure, and it is a truly lovely 
coin for the assigned grade that would serve as a highlight in an 
advanced double eagle set.

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1865-S MS-65 (PCGS). A splendid example with blended rose- 
gold and deeper reddish-apricot patina blanketing both sides. 
The surfaces are as smooth as would be expected for the assigned 
grade and possess a softly frosted texture. A sharply executed 
strike adds to the appeal of this lovely and conditionally rare 
Gem. 


On Sunday, July 30, 1865, the S.S. Brother Jonathan ran into an 
uncharted rock during a gale and sank off the coast near Crescent 
City, California, taking with it 219 people and a substantial 
golden treasure. In the 1990s, Deep Sea Research, Inc. located 
the wreck and in a series of exploration dives salvaged 1,207 
coins, most of which were 1865-S double eagles. Prior to the 
discovery, Mint State survivors of this issue were extremely 
rare. More than 600 of the coins from the S.S. Brother Jonathan 
treasure are Uncirculated, however, realigning the 1865-S as

1865-S AU-58 (PCGS). Richly original honey-orange and pale rose 
surfaces are boldly defined with ample luster remaining. The mintage 
for this issue is 1,042,500 pieces ($20,850,000 in face value), one of the 
largest production figures for the denomination during the Civil War 
and Reconstruction eras. These circulated freely on the West Coast, 


where most became well-worn in a relatively short time. This solidly

1872-S MS-61 (PCGS). CAC. Lustrous frosty surfaces are further 
adorned with vivid honey-rose patina. Both the striking quality 
and level of preservation are superior for an earlier-dated Liberty 
Head double eagle of the Type II design. The mintage for the 1872- 
S amounted to 780,000 pieces, reduced by 148,000 coins from the 
previous year at the San Francisco Mint. As with many issues from 
the era, some portion found its way into overseas banking and bullion 
transactions. Perhaps 100 only or so Uncirculated coins are known 
today, with the preponderance of such pieces at MS-60 or just slightly 
finer. Many of the Uncirculated 1872-S double eagles in numismatic 
hands were returned to America from overseas banking sources 
beginning in the latter half of the 20th century.

1873-CC EF Details—Repaired (PCGS). An appealing example 
for the assigned grade, both sides retain considerable boldness of 
detail on the obverse, the reverse quite sharp overall. Curiously 
glossy in texture with moderate hairlining further explaining the 
PCGS qualifier, although vivid honey-orange color is also a pleasing 
attribute. Only 22,410 double eagles made their way off the coin 
press at the famed Western facility in 1873, all of which entering 
local commercial channels where they served as the workhorse large 
denomination coin. Unlike most of their contemporaries from the 
other mints, only a paltry quantity of 1873-CC double eagles went 
overseas, which ultimately limited the number of high grade survivors 
for later numismatists to enjoy. Just about a dozen Mint State examples 
are known (Rusty Goe, 2020, is slightly more liberal with an estimate 
of 15 to 20 pieces), making the 1873-CC $20 a major condition rarity.

1875-CC AU-58 (NGC). CAC. Lustrous, frosty surfaces are further 
adorned with handsome patina in light orange-gold. Most design 
elements are boldly struck, and the overall appearance is well above 
average for a lightly circulated double eagle from the fabled Nevada 
coinage facility. In 1875, double eagle production at the Carson City 
Mint was stepped up significantly with a sufficiently large mintage of 
111,151 pieces, helped by the $1.5 million bullion deposit made by the 
Consolidated Virginia Mining Company in June of that year. These 
coins entered circulation in the region and saw many years of service. 
Later on, many examples were shipped abroad, but by this time were 
quite worn. As one of the most available of the Carson City double 
eagle issues, the 1875-CC is a particularly popular issue for collectors 
desiring an example from this legendary Nevada mint. Fortunately 
for today’s numismatists several nice Choice AUs are known, the coin 
offered here with superior eye appeal for the assigned grade.

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1875-S MS-64+ (PCGS). This impressive coin offers truly 
memorable quality and eye appeal for a Type II Liberty Head 
double eagle. Serene surfaces are expertly preserved and very 
close to a full Gem Mint State rating. The luster is full and 
vibrant in a soft satin texture, and the surfaces are enhanced 
by vivid mint orange color. Thoroughly PQ, and equally well 
suited for a high grade gold type set or advanced double eagle 
collection. 


San Francisco was a perfect destination for bullion from the 
Comstock Lode and the gold fields of California, as well as from 
around the Pacific Rim. By the late 1860s it became apparent to 
Treasury officials that the first San Francisco Mint building was 
not able to handle the steadily increasing volume of incoming 
bullion. In 1869, the government located a site at Fifth and 
Mission Streets and by the end of 1874, the “Granite Lady” was 
ready and equipment from the old mint was moved into the 
new building. Limited coinage operations began in December. 


The production of most gold denominations in 1875 was 
minuscule and includes some notable numismatic rarities. 
Only the double eagle was coined in any significant quantities at 
Philadelphia, Carson City, and San Francisco, and then almost 
entirely to satisfy foreign demand for the denomination. The 
newly built San Francisco Mint coined 1,230,000 double eagles 
that year. Many 1875-S double eagles made their way to mostly 
European banks and treasuries soon after production; even 
those that went into circulation often ended up in sacks for 
overseas transport in later years. The coins were moved around 
receiving a wide range of scrapes, dings, abrasions, and other 
forms of damage. Those that remained in the United States later 
ended up in the Mint’s furnaces during the extensive melting 
that took place after the Presidential Gold Surrender Order in 
1933. 


When 1875-S double eagles that had been shipped overseas 
returned in the 20th century, a significant number were in 
Uncirculated grades. Several thousand 1875-S double eagles 
are believed to exist, with 1,000 to 1,500 in Mint State, almost 
all between MS-60 and MS-62 and seldom any finer. At the 
MS-63 level, the issue is extremely scarce and at MS-64 it is a 
formidable condition rarity. 


The Pogue Collection Superb Gem 1875-S is the finest known 
for the issue. At CC#2 is the MS-64+ offered here, along with a 
second example in PCGS MS-64+. This important coin entered 


the numismatic market as part of the famous Saddle Ridge 
Hoard. One of the most significant gold coin finds of recent 
decades, the Saddle Ridge Hoard was discovered in 2013 in the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains east of San Francisco. A couple were 
out enjoying a February walk with their dog on a trail that ran 
along the ridge when they spotted a metal can near an old tree. 
Digging with a stick, they uncovered a sealed can they originally 
thought was full of lead paint due to the weight. They brought 
it back to their residence where they found it was full of double 
eagles. They returned to the find site, this time armed with a 
metal detector. All told, the property owners found 1,427 coins 
contained in six cans totaling $27,980 in face value. Preferring to 
remain anonymous, the finders carefully reburied the coins then 
contacted Tiburon, California coin dealer Donald Kagin, whose 
firm helped evaluate the hoard and arrange for conservation as 
well as the eventual disposition of those pieces not retained by 
the family as mementos. The coins first became available for sale 
through Kagin’s and Amazon.com the evening of May 27, 2014, 
and within 72 hours, half were sold. 


The hoard contained coins ranging in date from 1847 to 1894 
in varying states of preservation, with all but 54 pieces being 
double eagles. Among those, some 416 1889-S double eagles 
were found, comprising the vast majority of the issues recorded. 
Almost all of the coins were from the San Francisco Mint, 
indicating that they were obtained locally, with a few stragglers, 
including a scarce 1849-D half eagle and an 1847-O eagle. Many 
Mint State coins were uncovered, including rarities such as the 
finest known 1866-S No Motto double eagle. Speculation as 
to the origins of the hoard has included attributing the coins 
to the 1901 theft of $30,000 in gold from the San Francisco 
Mint, although mint officials have determined that there is no 
connection between the hoard and that theft. Regardless of its 
origins, the Saddle Ridge Hoard will go down in the annals of 
numismatic and treasure hunting lore as the largest such find of 
buried gold ever found in the United States. 


This lovely near-Gem from the Saddle Ridge Hoard is one of the 
finest 1875-S double eagles known. A highlight of the extensive 
gold offerings in this sale, it would serve with distinction in even 
the finest numismatic cabinet.

1878-CC EF Details—Cleaned (PCGS). Rather pleasant color in a 
blend of deep rose and orange-gold provide above average eye appeal 
at the assigned grade level. Light hairlines and muting of the surfaces 
explain the PCGS qualifier, although considerable luster persists to 
reward the viewer aided by direct lighting. The passing of the Bland- 
Allison Act in 1878 meant that the Treasury’s focus was placed on 
striking silver dollars over gold coins. Only 13,180 double eagles 
were struck at the Carson City Mint that year, less than one-tenth the 


production from just two years prior, making this one of the scarcest 
issues in this mintmarked gold series. While the estimated overall 
survival rate of 3% to 4% for the 1878-CC double eagle is larger than 
most others from this facility, specimens appear at auction far less 
than expected.

1879 MS-64 (PCGS). Highly lustrous with a razor sharp 
strike, this beautiful double eagle is enhanced by vivid golden- 
rose patina. The surfaces are exceptionally smooth and well 
preserved, establishing this coin as a significant condition rarity 
for the issue. Mintage for this circulation strike Philadelphia 
Mint double eagle issue is 207,600 pieces, down more than 
336,000 coins from the previous year’s tally at this facility. 
Much of the mintage was sent abroad in banking transactions, 
although many were paid out at par in the next few years — the 
first time gold coins circulated in East Coast commerce since 
1861. About 350 to 450 Mint State examples of the issue are

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1880 AU-58 (NGC). Vivid rose-orange surfaces are sharply to fully 
defined with modest semi-prooflike reflectivity shining forth from 
the fields at direct lighting angles. The mintage of this issue is just 
51,420 circulation strikes (face value $1,028,400), a low figure in 
comparison to double eagle production during the periods prior 
to 1879 and subsequent to 1892. The 1880 marked the beginning 
of a low-production trend for Philadelphia Mint double eagles that 
lasted until 1893. In 1882, 1883, and 1887, no circulation strikes were 


produced at all at this coinage facility. Many 1880 double eagles were 
exported, accounting for most that survive today. Q. David Bowers, 
in his 2004 Guide Book of Double Eagles published by Whitman, 
estimated a circulated population of 700 to 1,100 pieces.

A thoroughly premium 
quality example of this classic 20th century gold issue, this 
lustrous coin has the appearance of an MS-63 (!) grade. The 
texture is a delightful blend of satiny and softly frosted, and both 
sides are enhanced by vivid original golden-apricot. Fully struck 
and worthy of the strongest bids. 


The 1907 High Relief Saint-Gaudens double eagle is widely 
considered to be the high water mark in American numismatic 
artistry. Never a man to shrink from a challenge or get bogged 
down in bureaucratic red tape, President Theodore Roosevelt 
engaged sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens to replace what 
Roosevelt referred to as the “atrocious hideousness” of the 
coin designs then in use. He and Saint-Gaudens bypassed 
Chief Engraver Charles E. Barber, numerous committees, and 
Congress to create some of the most inspired coin designs in 
America’s history. The obverse was modeled after Saint-Gaudens’ 
Winged Nike figure on the General William Tecumseh Sherman 
Memorial in New York City’s Central Park and is paired with an 
elegant, if not entirely realistic rendition of a flying eagle on the 
reverse. 


In order to bring up the three dimensional nature of the design, 
each coin required at a minimum three to five strikes as well as 


inspection after each impression. As a result, only 12,367 coins 
were struck for circulation in the High Relief format. Of those, at 
least two-thirds are of the Wire Rim variety. The Wire Rim was 
actually not intended as part of the overall design but rather was 
an artifact of the striking process. During striking, if the collar 
was not sufficiently tightened, metal would be pushed to where 
the coin’s edge and collar meet. Even the slightest misalignment 
of the obverse and reverse dies would force metal into the gap, 
forming the fin (as the Mint referred to this feature). A second 
collar was employed that largely eliminated the Wire Rim, but 
the slow nature of the minting process eventually necessitated a 
reworking of the entire design to reduce the relief. 


Fortunately for numismatists today, the MCMVII was a 
sensation when examples were first released into circulation 
in December 1907. Bank tellers and others saved all they could 
find, and soon they sold at a premium, $25 and then $30. Years 
later, as the passion faded, many were turned in and spent, 
including in the 1930s when the government called in all gold 
coins. We estimate that perhaps 6,000 are known, or about half 
the mintage. Over a long period of years various surveys in the 
numismatic field have ranked this as the most beautiful of all 
circulating coinage designs, and high quality survivors such as 
this never fail to attract attention when they appear at auction.

Mass production of the Saint-Gaudens High Relief double eagle was 
not feasible and a drastically reduced relief version by Barber ended up 
winning out, but not before 12,367 coins came off the Mint's presses. 
Of these, roughly one-third exhibit the Flat Rim as offered here. The 
coins became the hot commodity of their day, so much so that by 
the time these pieces entered commercial channels through the sub- 
treasuries and large banking institutions, premiums were very quickly 
attached to them, up to $30 per piece. As a result, most examples 
were quickly snatched up by numismatists and others before seeing 
active circulation. The Flat Rim feature was noted in the numismatic 
community as early as 1908 and has been frequently collected as a 
separate variety, earning a significant premium for their scarcity and 
numismatic significance.

The design of this commemorative medal type is attributed to James 
Earle Fraser. Obv: Viking warrior in horned helmet with sword and 
shield advances from dragon ship, inscription NORSE AMERICAN 
CENTENNIAL above, dated 1825 - 1925 in the field. Rev: Dragon 
ship sailing right under four-line inscription, AUTHORIZED BY / 
CONGRESS OF THE / UNITED STATES / OF AMERICA with date 
of Leif Erikson’s discovery below, A.D. 1000. All Norse-American 
pieces were struck on octagonal planchets, and the thick and thin silver 
strikes were almost the same overall diameter as U.S. commemorative 
half dollars. Coin collectors were given notice of these medals when 
Wayte Raymond included spaces for them in his albums of American 
commemorative coins. Since then they have been considered an 
integral part of a complete set of classic commemorative types. 


The guiding spirit behind the Norse- American issue was Representative 
Ole Juulson Kvale (1869-1929) of the Seventh Congressional District 
in Minnesota, which included Minneapolis. A Lutheran pastor, Kvale 
officiated at the second wedding of a brash, reform-minded fellow 
congressman from New York City, Fiorello H. LaGuardia. Kvale 
wanted a commemorative half dollar, but since six issues were already 
authorized for 1925 he had to be content with a medal struck by the 
Philadelphia Mint with an eight-sided format to prevent confusion 
with coins. The bold use of Viking imagery has led many collectors 
to believe that the pieces hailed the voyage of Leif Erikson in 1000 
AD. However, the event actually honored took place 800 years later, 
the arrival of the first organized immigration of Norwegians to the 
United States. 


This band of immigrants arrived on the sloop Restaurationen in 
1825, settling in Orleans County, New York. This sloop appeared 
on a two-cent stamp celebrating the same anniversary, paired with 
a five-cent stamp with the dragon ship. Individual Norwegians had 
arrived during the colonial era and more significant numbers came 
in the 19th century, settling in Minnesota and the upper Northwest. 
The 1825 event was chosen because of the organized character of the 
immigration. Commemorative maven Anthony Swiatek researched 
the Norse-American pieces in his article “A Proud Heritage, the Story 
of the 1925 Norse Commemorative” in the June 1982 issue of The 
Numismatist. The artist's signature OPUS FRASER led one dealer to 
assert, “that must be the brother of James Earle Fraser; when in fact it 
was Latin for “the work of Fraser.”

Lustrous with a satin 
to modestly semi-prooflike finish. There are no individually 
mentionable marks, and the rims are quite smooth for a type 
that is usually encountered with significant edge problems. 


The earliest of the $50 pieces were produced in 1851 under 
Augustus Humbert’s name at a non-federal .880 fine standard, 
which quickly rose to .887 fine. In 1852, Humbert’s name was 
entirely removed and the slugs were then struck under the name 
of the United States Assay Office of Gold, but still at the same 


.887 standard. Things proceeded well for the Assay Office and 
even smaller denomination coins were struck. An unexpected 
blow came in the form of legislation passed in August 1852 
that suddenly forbade the Customs Office from accepting any 
gold coin not struck at the federally-mandated .900 purity. This 
legislation resulted in the replacement of the 887 THOUS. pieces 
with the K-14 900 THOUS. type, Kagin-13 as represented here. 


Today, perhaps a few hundred of these $50 gold “slugs” of all 
types are extant, most of which are well worn and also impaired 
due to cleaning, edge and/or surface damage. Problem-free, 
aesthetically appealing Choice AU examples, as here, are 
exceedingly rare and enthusiastically sought after as ideal 
examples of a classic design.

Although outwardly the design has the same appearance that one 
would expect to see in a regular issue United States Assay Office of 
Gold $20 of the K-18 variety, close inspection with a loupe confirms 
that it was struck from lower-quality dies. Many of the more minor 
design elements are incomplete, while even the major features have 
a curious “fuzzy” appearance that is a bit lacking in finer detail. We 
suspect that this piece was struck from copy dies, but otherwise 
have nothing definite to conclude about its origin. Attractively toned 
in glossy copper-brown, with iridescent powder blue and pale rose 
undertones. The finish is satiny to modestly semi-reflective, and 
the surfaces are nicely preserved. A coin that is certainly worthy of 
additional study.

Repaired (PCGS). Here is a significant offering for this rare and 
seldom encountered large size gold coin from private issuers 
Clark, Gruber & Co. This example offers considerable boldness 
of detail throughout the design. The central reverse is soft, and 
other high points are somewhat blunt due to a combination 
of striking deficiency, wear, and the effects of the repair noted 
by PCGS. Other elements of that qualifier include a curiously 
glossy texture and wispy hairlines on both sides. The vivid deep 
orange-gold color is quite pleasing, nonetheless, and there are 
no sizable marks or other blemishes to report. 


These pieces are styled after the federal gold issues of the 
era, though Liberty’s tiara proudly proclaims PIKES PEAK 
to signify the origin in Colorado Territory. A federal-style 
eagle with the legend CLARK GRUBER & CO DENVER and 
denomination TWENTY D. comprises the reverse design. 
First struck in 1860, the issues of Clark, Gruber & Co. were 
coined from native Colorado gold and at a gold value 1% above 
that of federal coins of the same denomination. Heeding the 
happenings of a decade earlier in California, the firm insisted on 
maintaining the small overage so that no one could ever accuse 


them of underhanded dealings or falsehoods, though no doubt 
accusations flew anyway. The principals of the firm were Austin 
M. Clark, his brother Milton Edward Clark (who served as the 
firm’s attorney), and Emanuel H. Gruber. Brother Milton Clark 
traveled to Philadelphia in 1859 to procure dies and coining 
presses, later traveling to New York City for various other 
minting equipment. Early in January 1860, the firm purchased 
property in Denver upon which to establish their “Assay and 
Coinage Office,” and by July of that same year their first coins 
rolled off the presses to great fanfare in the local press. Coinage 
continued only through 1861, although this historic private 
coining facility laid the foundation for the later Denver Mint. 


The 1861 Clark, Gruber & Co. $20 is the more collectible of the 
firm's two issues of this denomination, although only marginally 
so. In fact, the vast majority of our offerings of 1861 pieces in 
recent years have been for copper die trials, some of which 
have been gilt, and which are often selected to represent this 
issue in specialized collections. For the advanced numismatist, 
however, only a regular issue gold striking will do, and this more 
affordable offering is not to be missed.

Soft green-gold surfaces and struck in a “cup-shaped” manner where 
the obverse is convex and the reverse is concave. Due to this, some of 
the detail on Liberty’s head is not struck up and some of the central 
details on the reverse are also softly defined. 


There are currently four examples certified by PCGS, and one other 
certified by NGC, making for a tally of five known certified specimens 
(not accounting for resubmissions). California Small Denomination 
gold specialists typically flock to rarities such as the present coin, 
and we suspect the “Gold Rush’ will be on in earnest when this rare 
variety crosses the auction block.

At the time of David Kalakaua’s election by the legislature as 
king of the Hawaiian Islands in 1874, most of the money in 
circulation was American gold and silver coins, so much 
so that they were made legal tender. Beginning in 1879, the 
Hawaiian kingdom began issuing its own paper currency and 
the following year, a law was passed to purchase bullion from 
the United States to have a unique Hawaiian coinage produced. 
In 1883, Finance chair Walter Gibson appointed sugar magnate 
Claus Spreckels to act as an intermediary between the royal 
government and the United States Mint. Spreckels worked with 
Chief Engraver Charles Barber, who then designed a series of 
coins ranging from ten cents to a silver dollar all of roughly 
equivalent size to their American counterparts (with the 
exception of the abandoned one-eighth dollar coin). The coins 
intended for circulation were all struck at the San Francisco 
Mint and were shipped to Hawaii where they were used until the 
1890s when they were withdrawn after the islands were annexed 
to the United States. The dollar was particularly hard hit by this 
withdrawal, for of the 500,000 pieces minted, 453,652 examples 
were redeemed. Survivors for all denominations are generally 
circulated, and many are also impaired. This is the finest, most 
original set that we can never recall handling, and we doubt that 
a nicer one exists.

In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of 
Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment in 
full by the Default Date, Stack’s Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in ad- 
dition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale of 
that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments made 
by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may be specu- 
lative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stack’s Bow- 
ers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private sale, 
ina quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stack’s Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus 
all accrued charges, and Stack’s Bowers may charge a seller's commission that is com- 
mercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option of Stack’s 
Bowers. If Stack’s Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost 
of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable attorney's 
fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the sale shall be 
by U.S.PS. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address utilized on the Bid 
Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last known address by 
Stack’s Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction of any damages 
occasioned by Buyer's breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to Stack’s Bowers, 
including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, carrying charges, the 
expenses of both sales, seller’s fees, reasonable attorneys’ fees, costs, collection agency 
fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred.

Buyer grants to Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Stack’s Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, cur- 
rent, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control of Stack’s 
Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees. In 
addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stack’s Bowers, its affili- 
ates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and their proceeds, and 
(y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession of Stack’s Bowers, 
its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Stack’s Bowers and its affili- 
ated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying charges, seller’s fees, attorney fees, 
and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. Buyer grants Stack’s Bowers the right 
to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to assign such interest to any 
affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate by Stack’s Bowers. 
If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the Default Date, a carrying charge of 
one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month may be imposed on the unpaid amount
